After a Terrific Passage. 

Philadelphia, February 6.—After a ter- 
rific passage with decks Swept, cargo shift- 
ed. beats carried away and otherwise dam- 
aged, the British steamship Anerley, Cap- 
tain Sherborne, arrived at the Port Rich- 
mond wharves yesterday from St. Jago 
with 2,650 tons of iron ore from the J uragua 
mines, where it was reported the Spanish 
forces had recently massacred a majority 
of the Cuban laborers working in these 
mines, which are operated by Philadelphia 
capitalists. 

The Anerley on reaching the locality of 
Cape Hatteras on Saturday last experi- 
enced a heavy southwest gale with tre- 
mendously high seas. All Sunday these 
conditions prevailed and the ship was 
knocked about with great fury. Seas 
boarded her from all quarters, carrying be- 
fore them everything from the decks, start- 
ing the lifeboats, bridge, bulwarks and 
rails. The iron bridge was smasbed and 
the front of the chartroom was carried 
away. Owing to the terrific rolling of the 
Ship her cargo shifted and she was badly 
listed upon her arrival in port. 


Schooner Edna B Overturned. 
Norfolk, Va., February 6.—A special to- 
night to The Virginian from Suffolk says: 
Captain Swift, of the Old Donrinion steam- 
er Enole, which plies between Suffolk and 
Norfolk, reports tonight that his crew 
Saw the schooner Edna B overturned and 
drifting in the Nansemond river, near Pig 
Point lighthouse. Captain George W. Dean 
and Hersey W. Barnes, of tiis city, are 
supposed to have been aboard, and it is 
feared that they were drowned, unless 
rescued by some passing vessel, as they 
would have a poor chance of reaching 
i in the severe storm which prevailed 
ay.

Near Omaha, Neb., the Heat from the 
Earth Is Unendurable. 


Omaha, Neb., February t.—tarthquake 
shocks were felt generally over northeast- 
ern Nebraska early this morning. The 
shocks at Carroll, Bloomfield, Wayne, 
Neb., and Yankton, S. D., were quite 
strong. 

From Butte, Neb., a special comes say- 
ing that vicinity was visited by an earth- 
quake shock about 6 o’clock this morning.

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BOND AWARDS 
NOT YET MADE 


A Big Clerical Force Is Now at Work 
— Classifying Bids. 


ALL UNDER 110.68 THROWN OUT 


It Was a Loan Most Popular with 
Bankers, 


|THE BONDS ARE NOW QUOTED AT 116 


New York Sun Says That Wall Street 
Was Surprised—A Circular from 
Secretary Carlisle. 


Washington, February 6.—(Special.)— 
The new bonds will not be awarded until 
tomorrow or perhaps Saturday. None of 
them will be sold below the syndicate bid 
of 110.68. The syndicate will perhaps get 
$50,000,000 of them. 

Democrats who criticised the private 
Sale of bonds last year are gratified at 
the successful sale of this issue at high 
prices, because it has been understood all 
along that the administration made the 
offer of the popular loan with the convic- 
tion that it would be a failure, and that 
fact would vindicate the wisdom of the 
former syndicate sale. 

When the offer of the popular loan was 
made and from time to time since the 
declaration has come from administration 
sources, both in congress and out, that 
the loan would be a failure and that the 
government would have finally to fall back 
upon the syndicate for assistance 

This declaration was made in interviews 
by the closest friends of the administra- 
tion when the offer was first made, and 
has been repeated often since with a self- 
satisfied smile and the statement that the 
treasury Officials were confident that the 
Syndicate policy would be vindicated. 

It has always been understood that the 
offer made in response to popular clamor 
‘was inspired by the belief that it would 
furnish an object lesson which would put 
_to shame the critics of the president and 
his secretary and stop the ‘‘demagogic 
cry’’ for a popular loan for all time in 
the future. 

The administration now professes great 
Satisfaction at the result of the bids, but 
it is certainly a different result fram that 
they had in contemplation when the idea 
of a deal with the syncicete for the new 
loan was abandoned ana .ne other form 
reluctantly adopted. 

The critics of the administration point 
to the difference between the prices offer- 
ed for these bonds and the price brought 
by the others at private sale as an eyvi- 
dence of the lack of wisdom in the syndi- 
cate policy. The new bonds were quoted 
on the stock exchange in New York at 116 
today. This demonstrates that Wall street 
now thinks government 4 per cent bonds 
are worth $12 on the hundred more than 
Mr. Cleveland disposed of them at at 
private sale to the syndicate one year ago. 

When these bonds.are paid for the treas- 
ury will have a fund of nearly $3,000,000 on 
hand, a surplus equaling that during Mr. 
Cleveland’s first administration, when he 
bought bonds as high as 123 to get rid of 
the surplus. a Ws a 

Will Work Day and Night. 

Washington February 6.—By 
ing day and night with expert 
accountants, ‘Assistant Secretary Curtis 
hopes to be able to announce tomorrow 
the names of those who were successful 
bidders at the bond bid opening on Wednés- 
day. 

The treasury has already in hand for de- 
livery $40,000,000 registered bonds and $22,- 
000,000 coupon bonds. Bonds of the latter 
character, principally of $1,000 denomina- 
tion, are being printed and delivered at the 
treasury at the rate of $2,000,000 a day. 
Many of the successful bidders indicated 
in their bids how they desired the bonds 
awarded them “‘broken up.’’ Those who did 
not will be invited to do so when notified 
of the acceptance of their bids. 
Johnson, of the bureau of engraving and 
printing, has practically all the bonds 
printed with the slight detail of denomi- 
nation to be put on some, and from pres- 
ent indications with 120 days left in which 
ali bids can be paid for no delay is ex- 
pected in their delivery. 

Circular from Carlisle. 

Already steps have been taken to afford 
successful bidders an opportunity to pay 
for their bonds. The following circular 
letter. directed to United States Treasurer 
Morgan, copies of which were also forward- 
ed to the nine assistant treasurers, was 
signed by Assistant Secretary Wike late 
this afternoon: 

“As soon as practicable the department 
will furnish you a list of the accepted bids 
for the 4 per cent bonds of 1895 offered to 
the public by the circulars of January 6th, 
8th and 16th, 1896. The list will contain the 
name of each bidder with the address, the 
amount of each bid, the price and the date 
of the secretary’s acceptance. You will re- 
ceive payment for the bonds in United 
States gold coin or gold certificates, by in- 
stallments or in full, as provided in the 
circulars above mentioned. Each payment 
of an installment should include the prin- 
cipal, premium at the price named in the 
bid, and accrued interest from February 1, 
1896, to date of such payment, so that the 
proportionate amount of the bonds repre- 
senting the installments will be paid for in 
full. You will issue for each payment your 
certificate of deposit, in duplicate, in the 
name of the depositor, on account of the 
purchase of 4 per cent bonds of 1895, siat- 
ing on the face of such certificate the 
amounts respectively of principal, premium 
and accrued interest received, and also 
state thereon the number of the instalil- 
ment when not in full. You will deliver 
the duplicate to the depositor with in-

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IN BRITISH GUIANA. 


Colonists Feel Assured That England 
Will Prétect Their Interests. 


Washington, February 6.—Mail advices 
and newspapers fiom Demerara, British 
Guiana, dated January 22, received at the 
bureau of American republics today, show 
that no excitement exists there over the 
Venezuelan boundary dispute, the colonists 
feeling assured that England will fully pro- 
tect their interests, as English.capital is 
involved throughout the territory. The 
newspapers, while still attacking what 
they call “Clevelandism” as applied to 
the Monroe doctrine, are more guarded in 
their comment than a few weeks ago, and 
nothing creeps into their news colunrns 
indicative of trouble with Venezuela. 

One of the newspapers distinctly recog- 
nizes the helplessness of the colony in 
the matter, and declares that the local 
militia force is designed for service ex- 
clusively within the colony, protection from 
assaults from without resting wholly with 
the inrperiat government. This paper two 
months ago was urgently demanding great 
increases in the militia to occupy the dis- 
puted territory and resist encroachments.

London, February 6.—The Chronicle says 
it believes that instead of offering an

IN ATLANTA'S GOVERNMENT BUILDING 


What Will Be Done with the Emer- 
gency Tariff Bill—Other Gossip 
from Washington. 


Washington, February 6.—(Special.)— 
The Cuban resolutions reported to the 
senate yesterday have met a responsive 
chord in congress. The majority of. both 
nouses want to adopt them quickly. The 
matter was up in the house committee to- 
day, but among the old members there 
was a desire to go slow, seemingly in de- 
ference to the wishes of the administra- 
tion. 

The new members pushed the matter, 
but not knowing just what they wanted, 
were scotched for the day. The matter 
will, however, come up again next week. 

In the meantime the plain resolution 
recognizinig the Cuban cause is before 
the senate proper awaiting action. Sena- 
tor Morgan told me today that the resolu- 
tion had been reported in response to the 
wishes of the people. The committee had 
not consulted the government. He would 
like to see the senate pass the resolution 
at once, but he feared the matter would 
be delayed. The senate seems to be afraid 
of the question or else the influences 
brought to bear against recognition of 
the Cubans is strong. As it is, while 
the proper resolution is pending, the sen- 
ate may take months to act. While this 
delay is on the Cubans will be prevented 
from buying ships or arms from this 
country. 

Colonel Livingston today introduced his 
bill for a new government building at 
Atlanta. It appropriates $1,000,000 for the 
purpose, provides for the advertisement 
for offers for a site and the purchase of 
the same by the treasury department. 

It also provides for the sale of the pres- 
ent building in Atlanta. The bil has been 
referred to the committee on public build- 
ings and grounds. The necessity of a new 
building is recognized by the government 
department and will be recommended. 
Colonel Livingston thinks the new build- 
ing should be located near the union de- 
pot adjoining the railroads. It is in the 
eenter of the city and convenient. He 
rather likes the square on which the 
Markham house is located. He will push 
the bill and hopes to make it a law very 
soon, 

Mr. Bartlett has received resolutions 
from the Macon board of trade against 
the proposed transfer of Macon to the 
northern judicial district of Georgia. They 
request that he shall not make the change. 
In deference to these sentiments Mr. 
Bartlett has agreed to hold up the matter 
for the present. He wishes to please the 
people of his district in the matter and 
if he finds sentiment in favor of continu- 
ing Macon in its present judicial district 
he will allow the matter to drop. 

Emergency Tariff Bill 

The emergency tariff bill which the house 
passed so quickly and which has been held 
up in the senate committee is on the brink 
of the grave. 

Death is its almcst certain fate. The 
republican party will be the sufferer. 
Though in control of the senate it will 
be demonstrated that no tariff bill can pass 
that body. Or to put it in another Way, 
this tariff bill will be defeated, and the 
republicans holding the organization must 
accept the responsibility. 

Silver is the club which will be used to 
do the work. The finance committee report- 
ed Tuesday a free silver bill as a substi- 


tute for the tariff bill, voting down the | 


tariff bill. 

The silver republicans are, by this action, 
placed in a dilemma with the exception of 
Messrs. Jones and Stewart, however. They 
will volte against the substitute on fhe 
ground that it is an unfair proceeding and 
a democratic effort to defeat the 
bill. 


That is just-what it is, and in that the | 


democrats will be successful. 

If the silver substitute is adopted by the 
senate that kills the tariff bill, it is prob- 
able that all the democrats, all the popu- 
lists and Jones and Stewart will vote for 
the silver substitute. That would carry it. 
On the other hand, if all the democrats 
were not brought in line and the substi- 
tute should be voted down because of the 
silver republicans being arrayed against 
it, the silver bill could be offered as an 
amendment to the tariff bill, and that 
would surely carry. All democrats would 
vote for that to defeat the tariff bill. 

This is Senator Faulkner’s plan. He 
holds there is no necessity for the emer- 
gency tariff bill and it should be defeated. 
To do this he thinks all the democrats wil] 
vote a free coinage amendment to it and 
that amendment would kill the bill. This 
plan seems to be well agreed upon by both 
factions of the democrats. 

Senator Morgan says such a programme 
will be of two-fold advantage. It will aid 
the silver cause and by it the tariff bil 
can be defeated. 

On the other hand, there are conserva- 
tive free coinage democrats who think the 
course which has been pursued inadvisa- 
ble. 

There are true exponents of silver in the 
republican party like Messrs. Teller and 
Dubois, who are likewide high tariff men. 
Such tactics as those of pitting silver 
against the tariff is unpleasant to them. 
They view it as an unfair trick and it 
tends to make them distrustful of the sij- 
ver democrats with whom they have been 
acting. 

Both Mr. Teller and Mr. Dubois are mad. 
Neither will voté for the silver substitute. 

Mr. Teller and Mr. Dubois are honest in 
all things They never resort to political 
tricks, but are plain and outspoken in 
their acts.. They condemn this course of 
defeating the tariff with a silver bill, yet 
they are powerless to prevent it. 

The anti-silver democrats are more earn- 
est in pushing the new pian than are the 


“,f silver ones, They don’t consider silver as

the issue. With them it is purely political. 
It affords opportunity to embarrass and 
humiliate the republican party and they 
are taking advantage of it: 

Even Senator Quay admits that the re- 
_publicans have been caught in a trap. He 
admits that the democrats, with the popu- 
list vote for silver with them, can defeat 
the tariff bill, and he thinks they will do it. 

To date the republican leaders have 
feared to make a test vote on the question 
of recommitting the bill. They are in a 
dilemma from which they do not know how 
to extricate themselves. 

The western silver republicans are in a 
state of intense eruption against Senator 
Vest, of Missouri, for making the motion 
in committee. 

It is an interesting situation to outsiders. 


The result will be watched with interest.

TWO HOUSE SESSIONS. 


Both.’ 

Washington, February 6.—Today’s ses 
sion of the house was devoted exclusively 
to the further consideration of the bond bill 
and the senate’s free coinage substitute 
therefor. The features of the day’s pro- 
ceeding were the arguments by Mr. John- 
son, republican, of North Dakota, against 
free coinage, and by Mr. Johnson, repub- 
lican, of California, in favor of it. 

Entirely unlike in manner, both held the 
undivided attention of the house for an 
hour on each side of the question of free 
coinage of silver. In the course of the 


California member’s speech there was a 
manifestation of the feeling between the 
factions of the party, Mr. Johnson re- 
fmarking with :much emphasis that if 
there was to be war, speaking for one of 
them, the silver republicans were ready at 
any time. 

The debate in favor of the senate substi- 
tute was opened by Mr. Wheeler, of Ala- 
bama, a member of the committee on ways 
and means, who replied to Mr. Dingley’s 
speech of yesterday. He asserted that 
every allegation of Mr. Ringley’s upon 
which he based his argument for the gold 
standard was fallacious and unsupported 
by facts. He took each statement of Mr. 
Dingley’s in detail and made a plausible 
argument in favor of silver coinage. 

Other speakers were C. W. Stone, re- 
publican,of Pennsylvania; Settle,republican, 
of North Carolina, and Brewster, republi- 
can, of New York, against free coinage, and 
McRae, demorcat, of Arkansas, in favor of 
the same. 

At 5 o’clock the house took a recess until 
7:30 p. m., and will meet again at 10:30 to- 
morrow morning in continuation of today’s 
legislative session to continue the debate 
on the bill. It was the .understanding 
when the house separated this afternoon 
that general debate would continue 
throughout .the rest of the week and next 
Mandoy, and that the five-minute rule 
should prevail. 

The Night Session. 

The session of the house tonight dragged 
along slowly and without interest. Al- 
though the session was to last until 10:30 
o’clock the list of speakers gave out at 10 
o’clock and the chairman, Mr. Hepburn, 
republican, of lowa, was forced to declare 
the house in recess until 16:30 tomorrow. 
Hardly a score of members were present, 
and several times during the evening there 
were long pauses, awainting the appearance 
of persons who desired to speak. Those 
who addressed the house were Messrs. Ar- 
nold, republican, of Pennsylvania; Allen,re- 
publican, of Utah; Danford, republican, of 
Ohio: Turner, democrat, of Virginia; Fitz- 
patrick, republican, of Kansas; Dewitt, re- 
publican, of Ohio; Wilson, democrat, of 
South Carolina: Stroll, democrat, of South 
Carolina: Hyde, republican, of Washing- 
ton, and Neal, democrat, of Arkansas. 


STILL SILVER AND TARIFF. 


Senate Is Now Figuring on a Resolu- 
tion To Reconsider. 

Washington, February 6.—The matter 

of greatest public concern in connection 


with the proceedings of the senate when it 
met today was the disposition to be made 
of the résolution offered by Mr. Quay last 
Tuesday to recommit the house tariff bill, 
with the free coinage substitute, to the 
finance committee with instructions to re- 
port them back as separate propositions. 
The resolution came up after the routine 
morning business, and was modified by 
Mr. Quay by striking out the phrase as to 
instructions and inserting in lieu of it the 
words “for further consideration.’’ Mr. 
Quay also, in order to accommodate sen- 
ators who desired to proceed with other 
business, proposed that the resolution lie 
over till Monday next after the morning 
business. Mr. Sherman could not see the 
necess.ty of delay, and proposed immedi- 
ate action upon it; but an objection was 
interposed by Mr. Hiil, and Mr. Quay’s 
proposition was agreed to. 

Later on in the day Mr. Morgan gave 
notice of an amendment to the resolution, 
the point of which is that countries wh.ch 
will, by iaw, make United States s.iver tui 
legal tender money in payment Of Customs 
ana of goods imported into this country, 
shall have a deduction of 10 per cent allow- 
ed in United States customs duties cn such 
goods, if imported in United States vessels 
on in vesseis belonging to that country. 


The Senate and Prize Fighting. 

The senate passed without d.vision, de- 
bate or amendment the bill passed by the 
house yesterday to prevent prize fighting 
in the territories. 

The text is as follows: 

“Be it enacted, etc., that any person who, 
in any of the territories or the District of 
Columbia, shall voluntarily engage m a 
pugiistic encounter between man and man, 
or a fight between a man and a bull, or 
any other animal, for money or for other 
thing of vaitue, or for any championship, 
or upon the result of which any money or 
anything of value is bet or wagered, or 
to see which any admission is chargd, 
eit®er directly or indirectly, shall be deem- 
ed guilty of a felony, and, upon conviction, 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary not less than one nor mcre 
than five years. 

“Sec. 2. By the term ‘pugilistic encount- 
er,’ as used in this bill, is meant any vvl- 
untary fight by blows by means of fists, 
or otherwise, whether with or without 
gloves, between two or more men for money 
or for a prize of any character or for any 
other thing of value, or for any cham- 
pionship or upon the result of which any 
money or anything of value is bet or wag- 
ered, or to see which any admission fee is 
charged, either directly or indirectly.” 


Resolutions of Inquiry. 


Resolut:ons of inquiry were offered and 
agreed to in relation to the bond bids open- 
ed yesterday at the treasury, and in rela- 
tion to discrimination against American 
cattle, meat and other agr:cultural products 
by the governments of Germany, France, 
Belgium and Denmark. A speech was 
made by Mr. Turpie in favor of a consti- 
tutional amendment to have Un.ted ptates 
senators elected directly by the people of 
the several states. —TThe remainder, of the 
day’s session was given to the consideration 
of the resolution offered by Mr. Dubois for 
the distribution of the general appropria- 
tion bills. The matter went over without 
final action, and the senate, at 6 o'clock p. 
m., adjourned until tomorrow.

The Bridge Goes Down with Thirty 
Workmen on It. 


SEVERAL WERE RESCUED 


Narrow Escape of a Train with Many. 
Passengers. 


HIGH WATER WAS THE CAUSE OF IT 


Searching Parties Have Been Formed 
To Find the Bodies—All Bris- 
tol Aroused, 


Bristol, Conn., February 6.—A most ap- 
palling disaster occurred here shortly after 
9 o’clock tonight, in which twenty work- 
men were precipitated into Pequabuck 
river fron?’ the East Bristol bridge, and 
from ten to twelve of them are probably 
lost. 

The structure was found to be shaky 
this afternoon, and the 4:42 frain on the 
New England road had a narrow escape 
from wreck as it crossed on the, way to 
Hartford. 

I’or some time the bridge had. been look- 
ed upon with suspicion, and at 6 o’clock 
tonight a new bridge was in process of 
erection, and was almost completed. It 
was close alongside the bridge which was 
tonight carried away. After tHe eastbound 
passenger train had passed to one side, 
the old bridge gave way to the current, 
and with a crash went boiling down 
Stream. The managers of the road im- 
mediately dispatched a wrecking train 
from Hartford, which arrived on the 
Forestville side of the Pequabuck at 5:45 
o’clock. There were forty men on the 
train, all of whom had come from Hart- 
ford. [hey were inrmediately set to work 
to make the new bridge passable, and 
work was progressing satisfactorily by the 
aid of lanterns up to 9 o’clock To facili- 
tate the work, half of the men were 
located on the remaining portion of the 
cid structure, At 9 o'clock they were 
passing iron girders to another gang of 
men on the new bridge. 

The waters of the Pequabuck had been 
continually rising since morning, and at 
9 o’clock were higher than ever known. 
The water had risen two. or three feet 
since the first crash at 5 o’clock, and the 
remainder of the bridge was really totter- 
ing while the men were courageously 
standing upon it. The outer end suddenly 
sank, and with a crash, with its human 
freight, it was carried off in the boiling 
current, 

The other half of the gang became at 
once a rescuing party, and by heroic work 
six men were saved from the water, 
Others’ could be seen struggling away in 
the mass of debris, clinging to it and cry- 
ing frantically for help, while a number 
never came in sight after the bridge went 
down. All of Bristol was at once aroused, 
and physicians and volunteers imrrediately 
rushed to the scene of the disaster. The 
night was darkness itself, and with the 
boiling stream overruning its banks on 
both sides, effcrts to rescue in the dark- 
ness were fraught with the greatest 
danger. 

At midnight eleven persons were still 
among the missing. All were members of 
the construction gangs from Hartford and 
Kast Hartford, and were residents of 
those points. 


KNOWN WELL IN ATLANTA. 


CHAS. T. WILLIAMS WAS KILLED 
IN BLACKBURG, 5S. C. 


He Passed Through Atlanta Tuesday 
Well and Hearty—Will Be 
Brought Back Dead. 


Blacksburg, 8. C., February, 7, 1 oclock 
a. m.—(Special.)—One of the most coward- 
ly, brutal and mysterious assassinations 
ever known in this section of the state was 
perpetrated here shortly after midn ght. 

Qharies T. Williams, a native of Geor- 
gia, a trusted employe of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad as agent and opera- 
tor at. Dalton for years, was the victim, 
and when found dead upon the street five 
bullet holes in his back, either one of which 
would have produced death, told the story 
as well as it could be told by speechless 
witnesses. 

Mr. Williams, who was for a long time a 
resident of Atlanta, where he has two 
brothers and a sister, one brother being a 
train dispatcher for the Southern railway 
at Simpson street crossing, residing in At- 
lanta, reached here yesterday evening on 
a visit to friends and relatives. He was 
seen upon the streets here late this af- 


ternoon. 

About half am hour after midnight the 
town marshal, who was out, heard a num- 
ber of pistol shots, and began an investi- 
gation. He bad about given up his work 
when he came upon a man lying upon the 
sidewalk. A hurried inspection showed him 
that the man was dead. It was then near- 
ly 1 o'clock, but the alarm Was 
sounded, and the man was removed 
to a hotel, where he was identified ag 
Charities T. Williams. An examination re- 
vecled five bullet holes in h.s back and it 
is the opinion of the physicians who made 
the exarrination that either of the wounds 
would have proven fatal. 

No one here can imagine who could have 
fired the shots. 

Telegrams were sent at once to Char- 
lotte, forty-two miles north of here, for 
detectives to get at the case at once.

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Three Men Found Dead and Two Badly 
Wounded. 

Whiting, Ind., February 6.—Hungarians 
and Poles, embittered by troubles of five 
years’ standing, clashed here this after- 
noon. The riot was quelled after three 
had been killed and two injured. 

Today’s trouble began in the saloon of 
Joseph Maovitik, a Pole, at the corner of 
Adams street and Whiting road. 

About 2 o’clock this afternoon a crowd of 
Hungarians entered Maovitik’s saloon with 
the avowed purpose of cleaning out the 
place. They soon began shooting, but the 
Saloon keeper and his wife were better 
shots, for the three dead men are Hunga- 
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. tion.”

Fleming sabi: 

‘The banking house of Fleming, Thomas 
& Co. loaned John Bones about $30,000 on a 
cotton warehouse receipt for 801 bales of 
cotton, with marks of bales specified. At 
the time of the loan Bones did not have 
more than 500 or 600 bales. He afterwards 
sold part of the cotton pledged to the 
bank and converted the money to his own 
use; Fleming, Thomas & Co. lost 
thereby $25,000; Bones fled and has 
been brought back from a distant 
state not of his own volition. These in 
brief are the facts for the court’s infor- 
mation. I have no objection to bail being 
allowed and I hope the bond will be fixed 
at a sum within the power of the de- 
fendant to give.” 

The Bond Fixed. 

Mr. Wrigit said it was the detision of 

Bones, his friends and his counsel to meet 
the issne squarely, stand his trial and 
abide the consequences; that he had no 
money himself and was entirely depen lent 
on his friends for bail; that all the money 
in his business had gone into specuiation 
and that when arrested in El Paso he was 
awaiting money for his immediate wants, 
‘for which he had written friends in Au- 
gusta. He stated that his client would 
demand a preliminary investigation, but 
would ask for sufficient time for prenara- 
tion. : 
Judge Eve then placed the bond at $5,000, 
which was signed in the course of fifteen 
or twenty minutes by Colonel Charles H. 
Phinizy and Dr. T. B. Phinizy. 

Judge Eve also stated that he would set 
Monday, February l6th, as a day for the 
preliminary hearing. At this time the 
judge will decide on what charges Bones 
will be held. The warrant is for larceny 
after trust, but counsel for Bones contends 
that if Judge Eve holds him under any 
criminal charge at all it can be at most 
only a misdemeanor. 

Ex-Speaker Fleming and Hon. Joseph R. 
Lamar will be associated with the solici- 
tor in the prosecution. 

A reporter spoke with Mr. Bones in the 
courtroom and asked if there was any- 
thing he wished to say. He replied: ‘Fur- 
ther than to return my sincerest thanks 
to the papers of Augusta and my friends 
for the manner in which they treated me, 
I have nothing to say. I am in the hands 
of my counsel. you know.” 

Deputy Sheriff Teneyck is a_ typical 
Texan, tall, sinewy, swarthy &nd athletic. 
He is pleasant and affable, but said that 
he really knew nothing about the case. 
Sheriff Simmons had detailed him to bring 
a prisoner to Augusta, Ga., and collect the 
reward. He had fulfilled his mission and 
was ready to start back home. 


Who Gave the Sheriff the Tip? 

Your correspondent having learned that 
El Paso was not one of the towns to 
which Bones’s picture with the reward 
Was mailed, he questioned Mr. Teneyck 
about how Bones was detected. He re- 
- plied: ‘Somebody gave Sheriff Simmons 
a tip, but I don’t know who it was. He 
put Simmons on to Bones and is to di- 
vide the reward, but is not to be known 
in’it. I have no idea who it is and Bones 
is equally at a loss to imagine who be- 
trayed him.’’ 

“Did he deny his identity when ar- 
rested?’ 

“He did at first. He was talking with 
some new-made acquaintances when 
Sheriff Simmons called him to one side 
and said: ‘Your name is John P. Bones 
and you are wanted in Augusta, Ga.’ 
Bones replied: ‘You are mistaken in your 
man; my name is John Martin, Jr.’ ‘Well, 
just step into a room here with me and if 
your arm is not tattooed and one of your 
front teeth filled with gold I don’t want 
you.” Bones saw the jig was up and did 
not deny his identity any further. We 
then asked him if he would return with- 
out requisition papers and he said he 
would.

GENERAL WESTMORE SUICIDES. 


He Was Afraid That He Was Doomed 
to Ill Health. 

New York, February 6.—A Sun special 
from New Orleans, La, says: 

“General S. W. Westmore, one of the 
oldest graduates of West Point, committed 
suicide here Tuesday by jumping into the 
Mississippi river. He was discovered by 
a fisherman and taken from the river 
alive, but died soon after from the shock. 
This was his second attempt at suicide. He 
jumped into the river last December and 
was rescued. The suicide is attributed to 
his belief that he was doomed to il} health. 
General 
Westmore telegraphed to his son in New 
York notifying him of his intention to end 
his life. The chief of police here was 
warned to watch him, but the warning 
came too late. He walked down to the 
United States barracks and threw himself 
into the river there. 

“General Westmore was a native of 
Charleston, 8S. C., where he was born in 
1805. His father was Stephen Moore, a 
prominent banker of Charleston, and the 
name of Westmore was taken by his son 
through an act of the legislature. He 
graduated fron’ West Point in 1826, and 
entered the army as lieutenant, serving 
for sixteen years, being stationed at va- 
rious places in the west. He served in 
the Seminole and Mexican wars. W hile 
in the army he fought a duel, in which 
be kiiled his antagonist, and tendered his 
resignation. Since then General Westmore 
has resided in New Orleans. He was 
major general in the state service of 
Louisiana at the time of the civil war. 
General Westmore was one of the best 
judges of horse flesh in the south.”

Consul Knight Can Get No Word from 
Washington. 

New: York, February 6.—A special cable 
dispatch to The Journal from Johannes- 
burg, south Africa, says: 

The greatest excitement prevails in J0+ 
hannesburg. The next three days will be 
anxious ones for all of us here. They will 
be anxious days for John Hays Hammond 
as well. However, he and other prisoners 
conunue well, although the jail in which 
they are confined is very unhealthy.

Shot Himself Through the Heart with 
a Pistol. 

Walhalla, S. C., February 6.—(Special.)— 
Will Clemmons, a young negro boy, com- 
mitted suicide hers ldst night by shooting 
himself threugh the heart with a pistol. 
He was in the room with his father and 
mother until late. When he went out he 
told them goodnight.

accepting the honor which has been con- 
ferred on me, and desiring to further the 
objects of this association, I shall proceed 
to appoint a president for each county for 
the purpose of bringing cotton growers and 
all interested together. I also appoint the 
third Saturday in February the day for 
our assembly, to be known as ‘cotton 
growers’ day,’ and request its observance 
throughout the state. It is by thorough 
union and order tnat we may hope to 
make this organization a success, Further- 
more we should >t allow ourselves to be 
discouraged by the apparent lack of suc- 
cess in the past, for the success of this 
organization Was never more potent than 
it is at the present day. From all qtarters 
of the state we hear of the immense prepa- 
rations being made in the way of pur- 
chase of fertilizers, mules and supplies 
beyond precedent. Should these efforts, to- 
gether with the promised increase of acre- 
age, prove successful—as we? ordinarily 
have reason to believe they wili—what but 
disaster can we expect? Shall we yo blind- 
ly along and through lack of unity of ac- 
tion allow the speculator to grow rich and 
richer every year through our own follies 
and mistakes? The indications wre now 
that we will grow anywhere from a 10,(00,- 
000 to a 12,000,000 bale crop this year. Should 
this occur, I predict that cotton will be 
slow sale at from 3 to 4 cents per pound. 
This, of course, with the immense expense 
the making of the crop will incur, means 
bankruptcy to the country. Can we not 
alter the condition of affairs? The solution 
of this matter lies entirely in our own 
hands. It is by organization and that only 
we can hope to accomplish anything. Every 
trade, occupation and profession, has its 
organization which controls and directs the 
action of the whole. The farmers organize 
least of all and become the easy victim 
of the capitalists. ° 

“We have it in our power to make our- 
selves the most independent and prosper- 
ous people on earth. We should be masters 
of the situation instead of slaves to it. 
We can fix the price of cotton for.fhe 
world if we only will. We delude our:-clves 
with the vain thought that possibly others 
may not overproduce, and in the end de- 
plore our folly and damn the speculator 
when we should condemn ourselves alone. 
Why was it that cotton sold for from 2 
to 30 cents per pound at the close of the 
war. and did not that fact demonstrate 
the law of supply and demand? Is it not a 
fact apparent to all that the crop of 1895 
of less than 7,000,000 bales will sell for more 
money than the crop of 1894 of nearly 10,- 
000,000? The decline in the price of cotton 
dailv taking place is freely commented on 
by the leading journals of the day as Caus- 
ed by the prospective overproduction of 
this vear. In our desire for money crops 
we are too apt to underestimate the im- 
portance of, first of all, producing an 
abundant supply of provisions for home

That man was Mr. M. O. Markham, of 
Atlanta, and he owned up to the throwing 
of the coal rather than see four of his fel- 
low students sent to their homes under the 
order of the faculty. 

The incident that created all this sensa- 
tion occurred a short while since, just in 
front of the campus gate. Dr. Riley had 
be2a to the postoffice and was returning to 
his home on the campus. He stopped in the 
‘Varsity place to get a glass of soda and 
then started across Broad street. 

Two lumps of coal came whizzing past 
him and came very near striking him on 
the hcad. He retraced his steps to the 
"Varsity place, where he had seen two or 
three students, and took the names of four 
students who were there. 

_ The next thing that followed was an in-

the summoning of several witnesses before 
- the committee of the faculty, consisting of 
Professors Barrow, Snelling and Patterson.

SALES IN MACON. 


Property of the ‘eitral Railroad of 
Georgia Put on the Block. 


WHAT THE PROPERTY BROUGHT 


Purchased by Representatives Thomas 
and Ryan, of New York—Contest- 
ing a Will—Macon News. 


Macon, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)—Mas- 
ter Commissioner Leaken, of the Central 
railroad, sold real estate of the Central in 
Macon today to the amount of $171,600. This 
is known as the overflow property of the 
Central railroad, and was sold as provided 
for in the order of Judge Pardee, of the 
United States court. 

The property lies for the most part along 
Fifth and Sixth streets and near the foot 
of Cherry and Mulberry streets. The ma- 
jor portion of it sold at good prices, much 
of it bringing $10,000 per acre, and selling 
above the price at which it was returned 
for taxation, 

What is Known as the courthouse square 
at the foot of Mulberry street, consisting 
of three and three-tenths acres, sold for 
$41,110. It was sold subject to the lease of 
George T. Rogers’ Sons and others, who 
have erected business houses thereon at 
their own expense. There is no conten- 
tion over the leases, the Central recogniz- 
ing the rights of the parties. George 
T. Rogers’ Sons lease holds good until 
1910, I'ne Central only owns the land on 
which the buildings stand. 

The site occupied by Butts’s coal yard, 
consisting of about two acres, sold for 
$20,000. l‘our lots on square No. 45, on Cher- 
ry street, between Fifth and Sixth streets, 
occupied by the George Twiney granite 
works, sold for $30,110. Land near the en- 
trance of the union passenger depot sold 
for $18,510. Six lots, at the corner of Mul- 
berry and Sixth streets and at the cor- 
ner of Sixth and Walnut streets, sold for 
$17,505. Lots Nos. 7 and 8, in square 56. 
solid for $11,101; lots Nos. 3 and 4, in square 
06, sold for $15,000; lots Nos. 1 and 2, in 
square 36, one acre, sold for $15,500. There 
were otner sales. 

The property was bought in by Mr. A. L. 
Ajexander, of Savannah, representing 
Thomas & Ryan, of New York, the pur- 
chasers of the Central railroad. The bid- 
ding was very lively between Mr. Alexan- 
der and Mr. George W. Duncan, of Macon. 
The bidding was usually started by Mr. 
Alexander at a low figure, $2,000, and Mr. 
Duncan wculd sometimes jump it as high 
as $10,000 at one bid. Mr. Alexander would 
raise Duncan’s bid $10 at a time. Duncan 
would hardly make a bid under $500. He 
knew and appreciated the value of Macon 
dirt, and did not propose that it should sell 
for a mere song. The Central haS a 
large amount of very valuable terminal 
property in Macon.

SHE STAYS IN JAIL! 


While the Question Is Being Discussed 


by the Lawyers 


WHO HAS JURISDICTION 


Sad Story of Mattie White, Who Fell 
Into Evil Ways—News and Gos- 
sip from Rome. 


Rome, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)—N 
queer case has come up in Floyd county in- 
volving the jurisdiction of certain county 
officers, and Mattie. White languishes in 
jail with an uncertain fate haaiging over 
her in consequence. 

Mattie is the pretty daughter of one of 
the best known bailiffs in the cointy, who 


| died a few years ago, leaving his wife and 


the girl in very poor circumstances. 

Mattie was led astray by a man of fam- 
ily in the community and fell into evil 
ways. Four times she has been reported 
to the grand jury and true bills found, 
but she was released on promise of referma- 
tion. At the last term of court she was 
again presented and a bill found, and an- 
other against the man who was her ac- 
complice. He secured bail and his trial 
Wks postponed. 

A Severe Sentence. 

The case of the girl came up before Judge 
Milner in the superior court, he presiding 
in place of Judge Henry in disqualified 
cases, and the scene was a dramatic one, 
as the girl, still in her teens, stood up to 
receive the penalty of the court. 

The facts in the case were laid before 
the court by the solicitor general and the 
fact that she had promised reformation and 
failed to keep her profise. 

Judge Milner gave her a term of impris- 
onment tor one year, leaving it to the 
discretion of the county commissioners as 
to whether or not she should be sent to 
the chaingang, the alternative being that 
she should remain in jail. 

Her Fate Undecided. 

Yesterday the commissioners met and af- 
ter a long discussion of the case came to 
the conclusion that they had no jurisdic- 
tion in the matter, as that body had not 
the sentencing power, and they declined 
to take any action in the case. |. 

So Mattie White remains in jail without 
any definite penalty having been imposed 
upon her. The youth and beauty of the 
girl have appealed to the sympathies of 
those conversant with the facts in the 
case, and the fact that her father was a 
man of such high standing in the commu- 
nity, has enlisted the interest of many in 
her fate. The man is still out on bail, his 
case having been again postponed.

This was but preparatory to the struggle 
that took place today in the convention 
held at the courthouse and which for tea- 
sons dating back some years resulted in 
a drawn ballot. The Reed faction headed 
by H. L. Johnson, of Atlanta, who is W. 
A. Pledger’s law partner and right hand 
man, were unable to overthrow the indorse- 
ments already passed on Colonel A. lk. 
Buck and though his opponents used eve- 
ry argument against him, the delegates 
were instructed to vote for him to the 
end. In spite of these differénces the con- 
vention was quite harmonious.

The Bond Bids. 

If Secretary Carlisle doesn’t feel hu- 
miliated at the result of the bond bids 
his cuticle is considerably thicker than 
it ought to be. His course in the whole 
matter has been most remarkable. He 

- informed congress as late as December, 
1894, that the 4 per cents due in 1907 
were selling in the oper market at a 

_ price that made them yield less than 3 

_ per tent to investors. This being the 
measure of the government’s credit, Mr. 
Carlisle declared that 3 per cents having 
five years to run “could be readily sold 
at par in our own country.” These are 
the secretary’s words. On that basis 
thirty-year 4 per cents were worth more 
than 120 in the open market. 

But in the face of this statement, and 
within two months after it was made, 
Mr. Carlisle entered into a secret dicker 
with a British bond syndicate and de- 
livered to its agents $62,000,000 of thir- 
ty-year 4 per cents at 104%. After 
showing congress what could be saved 
by an authorized 3 per cent bond, he 
turned around and gave a foreign syn- 
dicate twelve or fifteen millions of the 
people’s money, and sold the thirty-year 
4 per cents at a rate that meant less 
than par for five-year 3 per cents. 

These things were true before the bids 
for the new issue of bonds were opened. 

Since the nature of these bids has be- 
come known it is not too much to say 
that there is no conceivable explanation 
of the secret bond dicker that is not 
discreditable to Mr. Carlisle and to those 
in authority who took part in it. But 
that is not all. When word went round 
that the treasury gold was to be drained 
out for the purpose of forcing another 

bond issue, Mr. Carlisle had another 
secret consultation with the syndicate’s 
agents for the purpose of floating 
another $100,000,000 issue. 

Another syndicate was at once formed 
for the purpose of taking $100,000,600 of 
bonds, with an option on another $100,- 
006,000. The circular which was sent 
around to those who were willing to go 
into the deal showed that there was a 
clear understanding with Mr. Carlisle. 
The. circular said the bonds were to be 
secured at “about the basis of the con- 
tract of February 8, 1895.” 

But the clamor, led by The New York 
World, against another secret and scan- 
dalous dicker grew to such proportions 
that Mr. Carlisle was compelled to 
@bandon it. Instead of making a mid- 
night contract with a syndicate he is- 
sued a call for bids, and, although he 
was ready enough to fix a ridiculously 
low price on the bonds when he made 
his secret contract with the syndicate, 
he obstinately refused to fix a price on 
the new issue. 

But one of the astonishing results of 
the-calls for bids is to be found in the 

_ offer of the former syndicate. On be- 
half of Mr. Morgan, the Deutsche Bank 
of Berlin and Harvey Fiske & Sons an 


offer is made to take the entire issue at 
110.6887, whcih is $6,000,000 more than 


was expected to be paid for them in 


December, under the terms of the secret

In the whole history of the people's 
treasury has there ever been a develop- 
ment more disreputable than Mr. Car- 
lisle’s secret bond dicker? It is not only 
that the bond issues themselves are so 
unnecessary as to amount to a direct 
robbery of the people for the benefit of 
those who own gold, but it is the reck- 
less way in which the people have been 
swindled by the secret dicker. 

There is no more excuse for this last 
bond issue than there was for the first. 
It is just as illegal and just as unnec- 
essary. ‘Though the gold reserve is 
down to $45,000,000 the people are just 
as prosperous as they were when a few 
months ago the reserve was $110,000,000 
—no more, no less. The whole scheme 
is a deliberate robbery of the people for 
the benefit and profit of the money 
power.

Just this: 

That if three years ago the administra- 
tion, every department of which was 
then in democratic hands, had enacted 
a free coinage measure, opening the 
mints to both gold and silver, as pledged 
by the democratic platform and by the 
time-honored traditions of the demo- 
cratic party, there would have been no 
necessity whatever for the pending 
bond issue nor either of the two which 
preceded it. 

If the administration bad been true 
to its pledges the government would 
have been the better off today to the 
amount of three unholy and unright- 
eous bond issues, aggregating $212,000,- 
000 principal, and which, principal and 
interest, puts a burden on the shoulders 
of the people amounting to over $300.- 
000,000—more than a hundred million a 
year for a three years’ experiment with 
the single gold standard. 

And there are probably more bonds 
ahead! And the process will continue 
until the peaple put a stop to it by 
changing the currency system which 
permits it. : 

They Are Back with Us. 

The Atlanta committee which accom- 
panied the return of the liberty bell to 
the city of Philadelphia has returned 
home, and its members are jubilant 
over the demonstrations which they 
witnessed upon the way and over the 
reception which was accorded them 
upon their arrival in the City of Broth- 
erly Love. 

This intermingling of representative 
men of the typical city of the south and 
the typical city of the north, one as 
ardently democratic as the other is re- 
publican, cannot fail to be of great good. 
Whatever tends to cement good feeling 
between states and sections enlarges 
the patriotism and spurs up the enthu- 
siasm of the whole feople. It is well 
to see Pennsylvania proud of Georgia 
and Georgia proud of Pennsylvania; to 
seo the east clasping hands with the 
west, and the north and the south com- 
muning together as though there never 
had been a’ difference between them. 
We live for the future; the past is able 
to take care of itself; and those who 
would build up the country in which 
their grandchildren must live will be 
remembered as patriots and benefac- 
tors. 
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What Will the Republicans Do? 

Congressman Crisp was very happy 
in his remarks on the ability of the re- 
publican party to transact public busi- 
ness, and he made the point that for 
the first time in the history of the gov- 
ernment a general appropriation bill re- 
ported from a committee representing a 
majority of 150 had failed to secure the 
approval of that majority. 

Judge Crisp’s remarks were calculated 
to irritate the big republican majority. 
His shafts of sarcasm hit the target, 
and there was considerable squirming 
on the republican side of the chamber. 

The matter, however, is much more 
serious than the recommitment of a gen- 
eral appropriation bill. The trouble goes 
deeper than that. When the people 
yoted the democratic party out of con- 
trol of legislation in the house and gave 
the republicans a majority of 150 they 
did so because they were dissatisfied 
with the financial situation. They had 
expected the democrats to give them 
substantial relief in that direction, and 
when the unconditional repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman law 
not only failed to bring that relief, but 
made the conditions worse, they turned 
to the republican party with the hope 
and expectation that that organization 
would provide some measure of relief. 
The democrats were voted out of power 
in congress and the duty of legislation 
turned over to the republicans. 

What have the republicans done to 
merit the confidence placed in them by 
the people? What measure of relief 
have they passed? What remedy for the 
present financial tangle have they pro- 
posed? Can the bond bill providing for 
increasing the public debt at the will 
and pleasure of the secretary of the 
treasury be called a relief measure? 
Can the restoration of some of the 
features of the McKinley law be called 


| a relief measure? Even supposing these 


tain the single gold standard and no doubt 


pills to be measures of relief, the re- 
publicans have been unable to pass 
them. They have practical control of 
both houses of congress, but there is no 
more unanimjty among them than there 
was among the democrats with respect 
to measures of relief. Forty-seven re- 
publicans voted against the bond bill in 
the house, and republican .votes killed it 
in the senate. 

These measures having proven to be 
abortive, what do the republicans pro- 
pose to do about it? Is it their inten- 
tion to rest where they are and permit 
the people to remain the victims of the 
most criminal financial tangle the world 
has ever seen? They cannot excuse their 
non-action on the plea that whatever 
measure of relief they might propose 
would be defeated by a democratic ad- 
ministration. Such a plea as that will 
pot stand. If they have a remedy, or 
if they propose to offer one, they can 
pass it and put the onus of its rejection 
on the democrats. They could at least 
agree on a remedy and go to the coun- 
try on it. 

AS matters stand Mr. Reed’s party 
seems to be in a hopeless state of par- 
alysis. 
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Plant a Small Crop of Cotton. 

The farmers of the south, by again 
reducing the acreage devoted to cotton, 
can at least save themselves from seri- 
ous losses. They can do more than this; 
they can, by raising a small crop, se- 
cure prices that will fairly repay them 
for the time and labor expended in its 
cultivation. ‘ 

There is no reason at all why a farm- 
er should neglect to apply the same 
judgment in his business that mep en- 
gaged in other pursuits are compelled to 
apply in theirs. Those who engage in 
cotton planting can at least judge the 
future by the past. An average crop 
this year would bring even lower prices 
than that of 1894 did, unless the people 
find some new and peculiar method of 
relieving the financial stringency—and 
this is not likely. 

There is no relief in sight—there is not 
even a possibility of relief during the 
next twelve months. The republicans 
have no remedy to offer. Meanwhile, 
the contraction of the currency is going 
oh more rapidly than ever. Every dol- 
lar of gold that has been taken out of 
the treasury during the past eighteen 
months represents a paper dollar taken 
out of circulation and placed on a shelf 
in the treasury department. Every dol- 
lar of gold paid into the treasury by 
the banks on account of the new bonds 
represents that much reduction in their 
reserve and a reduction in their ability 
to lend money. 

All this is as plain as the nose on a 

an’s face. Money will be harder to get 
this year than ever, and unless there is 
a short crop of cotton our farmers will 
be compelled to give a bale of it to se- 
cure fifteen or twenty dollars. <A crop 
fairly representing the world’s de- 
mands would have to be _ sacrificed. 
These are facts so plain that 
they need no _ verification. They 
were verified in 1894. Like condi- 
tions beget like results, and the condi- 
tions now are even worse than they 
were in 1894—that is to say, the availa- 
ble supply of money is smaller. 

The farmers will have to pitch their 
crop to fit these conditions, or suffer 
the consequences. The people will have 
to bide their time. They are as strong 
as Samson, if they only knew how to 
employ their strength. It may be that 
hard times will teach them how to use 
it. Then “out of the eater will come 
forth meat”—but not until then. 
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A Venerable Judge. 

The people of Georgia will regret to 
hear of the continued illness of Judge 
Richard H. Clark, whose name for over 
half a century has graced the judicial 
rolis of the state. 

Georgia never produced a more re- 
markable man than Judge Clark. His 
career upon the bench, his career in the 
state legislature, his work as the first 
codifier of the laws of Georgia, so 
voluminous, so full of honor, has never 
been excelled by any other citizen of the 
state. Not alone in the fulfillment of 
the high duties of state has Judge 
Clark excelled, but in the realm of 
society, of literary activity and in prac- 
tical life he has been a man of remarka- 
ble power. All who know him are 
aware of the great scope of his mind. 
He knows more people in the state than 
any other man in it. He knows their 
ancestry, he knows their history, he 
knows all about them. One of the high- 
est tributes which could be paid to 
Judge Clark is that, remarkable though 
his memory has been, he has never used 
it except to do good to his fellow men 
and to tell that which would be of bene- 
fit to the younger generation. 

The Constitution sincerely hopes, and 
in this but voices the hope of the peo- 
ple, that Judge Clark will be restored to 
health se that he may serve many more 
honored years upon a bench which he 
has adorned. 
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They Meet Again. 

One story ever new though old, is that 
which relates the conversation upon a 
memorable occasion between the gov- 
ernor of North Carolina and the gov- 
ernor of South Carolina. 

It has been reserved for bucolic gen- 
tlemen of both these states to meet fre- 
quently and to make remarks which if 
not humorous at least were unnecessary. 
The latest example was the debate be- 
tween Mr. Pearson, of North Carolina, 
and Mr. Talbert, of South Carolina, 
which took place in the national house 
of representatives on Wednesday last. 
Mr. Pearson, who is a republican, one 
of that kind who does not know that the 
reconstruction era is ancient history, 
unnecessarily introduced the war of se- 
cession for the purpose of sneering at 
the record of South Carolina. Mr. Tal- 
bert, a democrat from the latter state, 
responded to the affront, and for a few 
moments both gentlemen engaged in a 
war of words as distant from all prac- 
tical purposes of the day as though 
they were discussing the siege of Troy. 
Mr. Pearson was the offending party, 
but Mr. Talbert was too ready to take 
up the remarks of a man whose state- 
ments deserved no consideration.

The Tramps Remain with Us. 

Every great exposition carries in its 
wake a horde of tramps, beggars and 
men who live by their wits.

Where they 
sleep or how they live is a mystery, but 
one thing is certain that they are an in- 
terminable nuisance to the people, They 
go into the residence part of the city 
when the men are absent, to the great 
fright of the ladies and children, who do 
not relish their unexpected visits. 

There are strong vagrancy laws in 
Georgia backed up by city ordinances 
against suspicious characters. It is 
time that the proper officials were put- 
ting these laws and ordinances int» c° 
fect. Such a step as this would not be 
intended against those of the poor who 
belong to us, but we cannot be ex- 
pected to take care of the large gangs 
of adventurers who came here for a 
Season and who will have to be driven 
out before they become too bold and 
defiant.

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What Does It Mean? 

When Hon. A. J. Balfour, the first 
lord of the British treasury, and the 
consqrvative leader in the house of 
commons, cries out for the brotherhood 


% of England and America people are apt 


to ask what it means. 

It is but a few weeks since that Lord 
Salisbury wrote to Secretary Olney in- 
dignantly setting aside the Monroe doc- 
trine. He declared that England had 
sovereign rights which she would main- 
tain regardless of what might or might 
not be proper in the United States. His 
utterances were indorsed by the English 
press and a strong bluff was made to 
make it appear that the old England 
had been aroused. 

It soon became evident that the young 
England on this side of the water was 
quite as spunky and spirited ‘as the old 
one could possibly be. It is in view of 
these facts that Mr. Balfour, the nephew 
of his Uncle Salisbury, takes the back 
track and assumes to be the Edmund 
Burke who will cry for unity of blood 
and insist that kindred nations should 
be in alliance to carry out the duties 
which providence has entrusted to them. 

The speech is an afterthought, born 
of Salisbury’s recognition of the fact 
that England’s day as the _ potential 
power is past and that it is the young 
republic of the west that is to lead in 
the race of civilization. The speech is 
assumed as a sop by which England 
would ensnare the United States into a 
financial alliance in which we would 
get the buzzard and the Englishmen 
would get the turkey. The people, how- 
ever, are wide awake and are not likely 
to be led astray by Mr. Balfour or his 
tory uncle.

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Atlanta Real Estate. 

A piece-of property sold last Tuesday 
at an administrator’s sale, belonging to 
the late Judge John Collier, shows the 
value of investment in Atlanta real es- 
tate.

about $52 per square foot for the piece 
of Jand. Considering the location of the 
land, which is about two blocks from 
the center of the city, it is the highest 
priced property that has ever been sold 
in this city, and yet the purchaser could 
get a profit today on his purchase.

When the late Mr. Parnell, having led 
his people within sight of freedom, for- 
feited his place by an illicit amour, it 
was a shock to the Christian world. 
Such a high idea bad been formed of 
his character, of his integrity, that the 
fall was terrible. In the emergency fol- 
lowing the discarding of Mr. Parnell by 
those who. had so faithfully followed 
him, they did well in selecting Mr. Mc- 
Carthy for the leadership. This gentle- 
man had earned an excellent reputation 
in the literary world. His social char- 
acter, his literary attainments, his 
strong common sense, and his harmon- 
izing disposition all played good part 
in making him the man to bridge over a 
crisis. 

In saying this much, however, all is 
said that can be truthfully said about 
Mr. McCarthy. He did not possess ag- 
gressive leadership and now that his 
people have recovered to a great extent 
from the wrangles into which they 
were thrown, they want to be led by a 
man of aggressive temperament, who 
can beard the lion in his den and who 
can arouse the people on the hustings. 
The two gentlemen spoken of to suc- 
ceed him, Messrs. Sexton and Dillon, 
are equally qualified for this work, and 
whichever takes the leadership will or- 
ganize the party on such an aggressive 
basis that it will be heard from in the 
future. 

But, whatever their success may be, 


or whatever the final outcome of the 
Irish agitation may be, Mr. McCarthy 
will always be remembered as having 
been the man for the occasion which 
he served. 

A Good Change. 

The appointment by Mr. Cleveland of 
Mn Ignacio Sepulvida, of California, to 
bé\. secretary of the legation of the 
United States to the City of Mexico, is 
one which merits commendation. ‘The 
only fault to be found with it is that it 
was not done in the beginning. 

Mr. Secretary Butler, who has for 
years filled the place, was exceedingly 
distasteful to all Americans who visited 
the City of Mexico. The stories told in 
that city of his character and conduct 
were such as should have led to his dis- 
placement long ago. The fact that dur- 
ing his term of office the ambassadors 
have been absent from their posts for 
long periods made the office of secre- 
tary a responsible one, and it was the 
irony of politics that such a man as 
Consul General Thomas T. Crittenden 
had to stand aside and let such a nin- 
compoop as ex-Secretary Butler take en- 
tire charge of American interests. The 
new secretary, Mr. Ignacio Sepulvida, 
although of Spanish blood, was born 
in California, is an American citizen, 
and has for years lived in the City of 
Mexico. He was mainly instrumental 
in organizing the American club in that 
city, and no man is more popular in the 
American colony, nor would any one 
who could have been appointed to the 
office fill it with greater dignity and 
honor.

The appearance of the A. P. A. men 
in the meetings were unexpected, and 
the voters who oppose the order were 
not well prepared to combat the move- 
ment. They rallied, however, and put 
up a winning fight. 

In the third there was an exciting 
time. Two sets of delegates were named. 
It was claimed that there was fraud in 
the voting, that a number of men voted 
several times, and the dissatisfied ones

The third ward held a lively meeting.

The meeting was called to be held above 
Ballard’s stables, but it was decided to 
meet at H. A. Burton’s store, 218 East 
Hunter street.

When the meeting 
was called to order by Mr. George Cassin 
there were about 125 persons in the store, 
all standing except a few, who climbed up 
on a pile of meal sacks and barrels. 

Judge Bloodworth and Captain Amos 
Baker were nominated for chairman. Judge 
Bloodworth was elected, the Baker side 
not getting in their vote. It was a viva 
voce vote. 

John Gatins nominated George Cassin for 
secretary of the meeting, and he was elect- 
ed without opposition. 

Somebody moved that a committee of 
five be selected to go out and report back 
four names for the executive committee. 

Tom Bishop moved, as a substitute, that 
a ballot be taken, the four receiving the 
highest number of votes to be declared 
the members of the executive committee 
for the third ward, and the next four to 
be the alternates. He also embodied in his 
motion the provision that the voting be 
done according to the city registration list. 
Some one cried out that there was no 
registration list available. 

Steve yvohnson nroved that the Bishop 
substitute be laid on the table. A vote was 
taken on the motion to lay the substitute 
on the table.

When Hopkinson Smith Tells Them 


DESERTED HIS WIFE 


Mrs. Ratteree Tells a Story of Cruel and 
Heartless Abandonment. 


HER HUSBAND FOUND GUILTY 


A Large Batch of Suits Were Filed 
Yesterday in the Office of the 
Clerk of the Superior Court. 


William Ratteree, charged with cruelly 
deserting his wife and infant child, was 
found guilty yesterday in the second divis- 
ion of the city court, and sentenced to 
serve six months in the county chaingang 
or pay a fine of $50. 

The case has been on trial for several 
days and much testimony was given on 
both sides. The petition which was filed 
by Mrs. Ratteree charged the defendant 
with deserting her at a time when he should 
have been with her at her bedside. It set 
forth that she was abandoned and desert- 
ed on the night on which her hild was 
born, 

Mrs. Ratteree testified that she was left 
alone in her room just before she gave 
birth to the child and during that trying 
ordeal she was without the care and atten- 
tion which was necessary. A negro W0oO- 
man heard her appeal for help and went 
into the room, The negro, a good Samari- 
tan, carried a message to the father of Mrs. 
Ratteree, and a physician was sent to the 
house. The wife testified that Ratteree re- 
turned on the following day, but after a 
brief visit of three weeks deserted her 
again. He left without a word of farewell 
and as he left the house the rent collector 
came in at the door. The rent was due 
and Mrs. Ratteree testified that the small 
amount of money she had saved up was 
taken by her husband and exchanged for 
drinks. He was frequently drunk, she tes- 
tified. 

When the rent collector demanded the 
money for the room Mrs, Ratteree had 
nothing with which to pay him and she 
was put out of the house. It was late in 
the night, she claimed, when she was com- 
pelled to leave her house and a heavy rain 
was falling. Taking the infant child in 
her arms she made her way as best she 
could through the rain to the house otf 
her father. Arriving at her father’s door 
she said she was refused admittance gnd 
again started out into the night and the 
rain, She went to her grandmother's 
home, where she was given temporary 
shelter. 

Mrs, Ratteree testified that she had been 
working during the day for her board and 
had been able to make no money. She stat- 
ed that she was not strong and was with- 
out any means, In the cross examination 
she said that her husband had given her 
$1.25, and had at another time given the 
baby a nickel, 

Judge Berry, in passing sentence upon 
Ratteree said that he would make the 
time in which he was to serve in the chain- 
gang short, hoping that he would reform 
and do something to repair the wrong he 
had committed. The case is one of unusual 
pathos and it is probable that something 
will be done to aid Mrs. Ratteree, 


Fell Into a Cellar. 


George 8S. Williams, a well known dray- 
man, has filed suit against the Algee-Ste- 
phens-Clarke Company for damages in the 
amount of $1,000. 

His petiton, which was filed yesterday in 
the clerk’s office through his attorney, 
John D. Humphries, showed that he had 
been permanently injured by falling 
through a plank walk which he said had 
negligently been placed in position by the 
defendants. It set forth that he was haul- 
ing freight for the firm and stepped from 
his dray to the sidewalk. The grating, he 
claimed, had been removed and several 
planks had been placed over the opening 
into the cellar. As he stepped on the tem- 
porary walk his weight broke the planks 
and he fell to the cellar below. 


Wants His Money Back. 


A declaration on attachment was filed in

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George Benninger Shot by Officer 
Blackstone Last Night. 


BENNINGER HAD A GUN IN HAND 


Desperate Man Beats His Wife and 
Threatens Her Life. 


DEFIED THE OFFICERS TO ARREST HIM 


Well-Known Baker Creates a Sensation 
on East Fair Street by His Con- 
duct Late Last Night. 


A pistol bullet from the weapon of 1 po- 
liceman bored a hole through the shoulder 
of a drunken man with a gun in his hand 
last night, and but for the quick shot the 
officer might have been killed by the des- 
perate individual. 

Crazed to desperation by drink, George 
Benninger, a baker in the employ of Jack, 
went to his home, 308 East Fair street, 
last night and brutally beat his wife and 
destroyed the furniture and furnishings of 
her room. eWhen the helpless woman 
screamed ‘for help and ran to the street 
Benninger grabbed a dcuble-barreled shot- 
gun and followed, threatening to kill his 
wife. 

The frightened woman ran some distance 
in the street calling for aid and accidental- 
ly met Patrolman Garner, who was on his 
Way to the station house to go to work at 
midnight. The officer started to the house 
with Mrs. Benninger to protect her. Before 
they had walked far the drunken man ap- 
peared befcre them and leveled his gun at 
the officer, telling him that if he moved he 
would kill him. 

Officer Garner saw at a glance that Ben- 
ninger had the drop on him and he slowly 
backed away with Mrs. Benninger at his 
side. The crazed man then walked away 
declaring that he intended to kill his wife 
before morning. Officer Garner telephoned 
for mounted policemen, and Officers Tysor 
and Crusselle searched the section of the 
city for Benninger, but were unable to find 
him. 

Believing that the drunken man would 
return Captain Jennings directed two of 
his men to remain at the house to protect 
Mrs. Benninger and to arrest the belliger- 
ent. Shortly before midnight the frate nus- 
band did return to the house, his gun in 
hand. The front door of the house had 
been locked and the two officers, Black- 
stone and Hollingsworth, remained in the 
rear. 

Just as Benninger turned from the front 
door and stzerted around the house he 
saw the officers and quickly leveled his 
gun at Officer Blackstone, threatening to 
shoot. Knowing the desperate condition of 
the man and fearing that he would carry 
out his threat in short order, Officer Hol- 
lingsworth pulled his pistol and began 
snapping it at Benninger. The weapon 
would not fire from some cause, but when 
Benninger’s aim at him was distracted for 
a moment, Officer Blackstone quvickly 
fired two shots at the drunken man, one of 
the bullets striking him in the right shoul- 
der and passing entirely through the body. 

As the ball struck Benninger he dropped 
his gun and when it fell to the ground the 
two officers quickly overpowered and hani- 
cuffed him. The blood flowed from _ tne 
wound and it was at first thought that 
Benninger was badly hurt, but examination 
showed that while a dangerous one, the 
wound is not necessarily fatal. The crazed 
man raved and fought, but it was no use, 
and he finally became subdued. He was car- 
ried to the police station by the arresting 
officers and after a time sent to the Grady 
hospital to have his wound dressed. 

He was locked up at midnight and will 
be prosecuted in both city and state courts. 
Benninger created great excitement = in 
the vicinity of his home by his conduct. He 
almost wrecked his house and brutally beat 
his wife. Standing in front of his house 
he defied interference and declared that he 
would kill the first man to approach him. 
Before the call officers reached the scene 
of the disturbance Benninger had left and 
hidden somewhere. 

Captain Jennings fully exonerates the 
action of his officers in the matter and says 
that nothing was ieft for them to do but 
shoot. Benninger is a large, strong man 
and is known as a desperate and dangerous 
character while drinking. His threats and 
the leveling of the gun at the officer jus- 
tified them in shoot.ng at Benninger, in the 
opinion of Captain Jennings and others 
who investigated the case. 

_  Benninger had cobered up when locked in 

@ cell. He denies that he pointed the gun 
at the officers.

ARE STILL AT WORK 


The Georgia Methodist Conference Held 
Two Sessions Yesterday. 


RECEPTION BY THE LADIES 


Dr. Payne and Dr. Spencer Here To- 
day—Bishop Foster Speaks at 9 
O’Cl:ck This Morning. 


The Georgia Methodist Episcopal con- 
ference is still in session at the Marietta 
street Methodist church, this city, aud 
the meetings are daily growing in interest 
and attendance. The meeting was opened 
yesterday morning at 8:30 o'clock with @ 
song and praise service led by Rev. W. H. 
Formosa, after which the regular business 
of the conference was taken up. 

Rev. A. F. Ellington, presiding elder of 
the Atlanta district, submitted a very en- 
couraging report of his work for the past 
year, which showed that great advance- 
ment has been made in this part of the 
state. 

Dr. Freeman, of the,Sunday School Union 
and Tract Society, made a very stirring ap- 
peal in behalf of his work, and urged the 
importance of the distribution of tracts 
and church literature among the people. 

Dr. Cook, vice chancellor of U. S. Grant 
university, and also editor of The Method- 
ist Advocate Journal, delivered an elo 
quent address relative to the work of the 
Methodist church in the south. 

Bishop I. W. Joyce was then introduced 
to the assembly, also Rev. Mr. Martin, 
pastor of Payne Memorial church, this 
city, after which Dr. Mason spoke on the 
work of the Freedmen’s Aid Society, of 
which he is the general secretary. 

Reports from the ministers on their work 
were then continued and Bishop Foster 
stated to the “circuit riders’ that fifty- 
eight years ago he did that same kind of 
work with twenty-seven appointments, and 
consequently had to preach twenty-seven 
sermons in every twenty-eight days, which 
is a remarkable record, and is only an il- 
lustration of the great work this grand old 
patriarch has done for the Methodist 
church, 

Dr. Bowen and Professor Park, of Gam- 
mon Theological seminary, this city, were 
introduced and made appropriate speeches 
on the good work they are doing. 

Bishop Joyce, who is one of the notable 
lights of the Methodist church in this coun- 
try, was called upon and spoke in part as 
follows: 

“All our pastors ought to impress upon 
their people this coming year the great im- 
portance of what we are trying to do. Our 
constituents ought to be more familiar 
with the many benevolent institutions of 
the Methodist church, and also with the 
great unity of our work.”’ 

The bishop exhorted the preachers to 
stand by the educational departments and 
gave a high indorsement to The Methodist 
Advocate Journal. He stated that 612 stu- 
dents attended Grant University at Athens, 
Tenn., and 2,400 attended the affiliated pro- 
fessional schools of law, medicine, theolo- 
gy and pharmacy at Chattanooga last 
year and that a much larger attendance 
was expected this year. 

“We can do better for ouselves,” con- 
tinued the bishop, “in the future than in 
the past. I am growing tired of the many 
appeals that are constantly being made to 
the Church Extension Society every time 
a little church is being built. I had rath- 
er worship in a cabin costing $50 and 
have it paid for than in a temple costing 
$5,000 and owe $4,000 on it. We want our 
laymen to understand that we are not 
poverty stricken, and that we can help -our- 
selves. Insist upon it that we can and 
‘must contribute! Cut off the mission 
money and use it only at strategic points.’’ 

The evening session was the occasion for 
the reception tendered the bishops and vis- 
iting delegates by the Ladies’ Aid Society 
of the local church. The exercises were 
opened with an address by Rev. R. H. 
Robb, the pastor of the Marietta street 
church, in which he evtended a very cor- 
dial welcome to the delegates on behalf of 
Atlanta Methodism. 

Rev. A. F. Ellington and Rev. E. F. 
Dean spoke.on the opportunities for ef- 
fective work in the new towns now being 
organized over the state, after which Rev. 
W. H. Formosa told of the prospects in 
Tallapoosa. 

Appropriate remarks were also made by 
Bishops Foster and Mallalieu. The ladies 
then served delicious refreshments in the 
lecture room of the curch and on the whole 
the evening was a very profitable and en- 
joyable one. 

The sessions today will probably be the 
most important of the conference, and a 
very interesting prugramme has been ar- 
ranged. At 8:30 a. m. the conference will 
be opened with a song and praise service 
led by Rev. Frizzell. | 

Bishop Foster will addresss the minis- 
ters at 9 o’clock for one hour, after which 
the ministerial and lay delegates will be 
elected to the general conference. 

The anniversary of the educational de- 
partment will be celebrated at 7:30 p. m. 
Dr. Payne, secretary of the board of edu- 
cation, and Dr. Spencer, secretary of the 
board of church extension, will be present 
and will make interesting addresses. 


HANGING BY A SHIRT. 


A PRISONER AT THE POLICE STA. 
TION ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 


Made a Leap in a Cell—George John- 
son, of Bellwood, Distinguishes 
Himself in a New Role. 


——— 


G. E. Johnson, a painter residing in Bell- 
wood, but temporarily sojourning in a cell 
at the police statiecn last night, tied an 
arm of his shirt to the top of a cell and 
the body of the garment around his neck. 
Climbing on the cell bunk he then jumped 
off into what he thought eternity, but 
struck the bottom of the cell with a hard 
thump. 

Jcnnson was suffering from an overdose 
of whisky poison. He created considerable 
trouble at the prison by his actions and 
during the space of an hour went through 
the stage of claiming that he had scarlet 
fever and an irresistible desire to hang 
himself. A physician was sent for to 
ascertain if the dread disease had a 
hold on him and an officer watched to 
prevent him from hanging himself. 

The physician arrived and after ex- 
amining Johnson stated that his case was 
one of sintple intoxication and otherwise 
he was pronounced all right. The prisoner 
insisted that he had the fever and claimed 
that unless he was released the disease 
would be spread among the inmates of the 
prison. When his demand for liberty fail- 
ed to be granted Johnscn declared that 
he would kill himself before morning, but 
the single attempt was quite enough for 
him, it sobering him perfevtly. 

Johnson was drunk when arrested by 
Patrolman Harris and he was escorted to 
the police station with some difficulty and 
a good deal of loud talk while on the way 
late yesterday afternoon. Without cere- 
mony he was hustled off into a cell and 
after the first effects of the liquor had 
worn off he began to survive, but was in 
a bad condition mentally. His mind ap- 
peared to be tangled not unlike a cobweb 
and it was then that he began to rave and 
plead for his liberty. No attention was 
paid to the prisaner until he at last struck 
upon the idea of setting up the scarlet 
fever piea. 

Turnkey Dobbins thought it best to be 
certain about the condition of Johnson 
ahd he summoned Dr. N. O. Harris to the 
station. The physician examined the man 
and found him all right except mentally. 
Johnson insisted that he was very sick 
and warned the turnkey that unless he 
was released and taken home he would 
kill himself. The officer stood guard 
about Johnson’s cell for some time, but 
when he left his vigil for a moment the

A DARKY EMPTIES HIS GUN AT 
ANOTHER. 


Oscar Murray and Sam Littlejohn Dis- 
pute and Oscar Pulls His Gun 
and Shoots. 


The fact that Sam Littlejohn is alive 
this morning is not the fault of Oscar Mur- 
ray. The latter whipped out a rapid-fire 
gun opposite the police station late last 
night and proceeded to pull the trigger, 
the weapon leveled at Littlejohn. 

The shooting startled the denizens of 
Decatur street in the vicinity of police 
headquarters, and great excitement ensued 
for some time. The shots were fired in the 
alley in the rear of the building fronting 
Decatur street on the north side, known as 
Lynch’s alley.

ST. PAUL INVESTIGATION. 


Captain Jameson Says Seventeen Fath- 
oms Were Called Twice. 

New York, February 6.—Captain S. G. 
Fairchild and Thomas H. Barret, of the 
local board of United States inspectors cf 
steamboats, today began an investigation 
of the stranding of the American line 
steamship St. Paul at Long Branch in the 
federal building. Captain Jameson was the 
first witness. The main point of his testi- 
mony was that while sounding just before 
tne vessel struck seventeen fathoms were 
twice reportedl—were, in fact, the last fig- 
ures called. 

Ile was followed by the chief officer, en- 
gineer and quartermaster of the St. Paul, 
who severally gave testimony regarding the 
observations, soundings and workings of 
the machinery of the vessel prior to her 
stranding, corroborative of that already 
given by the captain. This closed the hear- 
ing for the day and it will-not be resumed 
probably until the return of other mem- 
bers of the ship’s crew, who are now mak- 
ing a trip on the steamsnip St. Louis.

THEY MEET TODAY 


Pryor Street Citizens and County Com- 
missioners To Discuss the Jail. 


LARGE ATTENDANCE EXPECTED 


‘The Location Will Be Discussed from 


All Standpoints and a Settlement 
May Be Reached. 


The meeting of the Pryor street citizens 
and the county commissioners this morning 
will doubtless be quite spicy and several 
vigorous kicks are expected by the com- 
missioners. 

It is said that a very lengthy pefition 
has been circulated for signatures among 
the residents and property holders of that 
thoroughfare and many names have heen 
placed on the paper. The entire street has 
been thoroughly awakened to the situation 
and those who oppose the erection of ue 
jail on the lot adjoining the courthouse 
have been very active in the last few days 
in making a canvass and securing signa- 
tures to the petition which will be present- 
ed the county commissioners for their con- 
fideration this morning. 

There are those, too, who had previously 
been opposed to the movement, who now 
will not protest against the erection of the 
building. Since the matter has been thor- 
oughly explained and the commissioners 
hav 6tated that the jail will be in the rear 
of the new courthouse annex, many citi- 
zens have said that no objection would be 
raised. It was thought at first by all that 
the jail would be seen from the street and 
that the bars and faces of prisoners would 
be an annoyance to that portion of the 
city. This will not be the case, however, 
and no jail walls will be visible, as the 
entire prison will be behind the towering 
walls of the new building. 

“I want the citazens to thoroughly un- 
derstand the situation,” said Mr. Forrest 
Adair yesterday. ‘“‘We have no desire to 
injure the property of any citizen of Aflan- 
ta. This is not our purpose or intention 
and I would not agree to anything that 
would hurt the interests of Pryor street 
citizens. 

“The jail will not be seen. No one would 
be the wiser were it not for the fact that 
publicity has been given to the matter. We 
are going to make the jail an ornament 
instead of an eye-sore and I want to have 
a talk with these people who are now 
kicking, and I believe I can explgin it all 
to their entire satisfaction.’’ 

All details of arrangement will be enter- 
ed into this morning at the joint confer- 
ence and everything proposed to be done 
will be explained. The plans of the jail 
have not been prepared yet, but a suffi- 
cient idea can be given so as to inform 
all upon the subject. 

Fears Pleaded Guilty. 

Jesse Fears, a negro, until recently em- 
ployed by the firm of Inman, Smith & Co., 
was arrested, tried, pleaded guilty, was 
sentenced and sent to the jail all within 
less than twenty-four hours. 

He was -arrested late Wednesday night 
and placed on trial yesterday morning in 
the second division of the city court. There 
were two charges against Fears of larceny 
from the house. In both cases he pleaded 
guilty and was given a sentence in both 
cases of $25 and costs or three #nonths in 
the county chaingang. His sentence’ was 
made light on account of the request of 
Mr. J. A. Smith, who is a member of the 
firm from which the negro stole the goods. 

It develeped that Fears, though a trust- 
ed employe of the house, had been system- 
atically robbing his employes for some 
time. He would enter the store after the 
others had left for the night and would 
throw shoes and other articles out of the 
window. It is probable that Fears had con- 
federates who would take the stolen goods 
and sell them A large amount of goods 
has been missed and the proprietors cannot 
estimate their loss. 

Suits Now Pending. 

The case of the state vs. John R. Brant- 
ley, who is charged with cheating aff 
swindling, was taken up yesterday in the 
second division of the city court. The 
testimony of the plaintiff was given and 
testimony for defendant was introduced, 
when the hour for adjournment was reach- 
one The case will be continued this morn- 
ng. 

The ease of P. and L. Houston against 
the Gate City Street Railway Company 
was reached in Judge Reid’s court yester- 
day, but court adjourned before the case 
was concluded. The case will be resumed 
this morning and will probably consume 


the entire day.

Four Republican Presidential Candidates 
Have Representatives Here. 


COUNTIES ARE ACTING DAILY 


Many Have Already Acted and the 
Delegations Are Mixed, 


= 


BILL PLEDGER MAKING A FIGHT FOR REED 


He Is Delegate from the Eighth Dis- 
trict—Col. Buck Is a Candidate 
from the State at Large. 


The temperature in the inner circle of re- 
publicanism in Georgia is running high, 
Not in years has there been so much heat 
and division, doubt and uncertainty among 
those who constitute the leaders of the 
party in the state as now. 

The patrecnage is at stake. Every day 
the counties are acting, determining who 
ghall represent Georgia at the convention 
at St. Louis, whether McKinley, Reed, Mor- 
ton or Allison men. Every republican poli- 
tictam is pulling a string. Every one has 
been forced by the sharp divsion within 
ranks to take a stand. 

Several counties acted yesterday, among 
them Spalding. It is clatmei by W. A. 
Pledger, leader of Reed’s forces, that Reed 
delegates were elected. He also claims the 
delegates from Butts county, elected 
Wednesday, though it seems that two sets 
of delegates were elected and that county 
will present a contest before the district 
convention. 

Many other counties act this week and 
the hardest and most sleepless work is be- 
ing done in all of them. Coweta acts to- 
morrow. It is now the field of activity. 
Talbotton also acts tomorrow and all the 
candidates are putting forth efforts in both 
fields. Several other counties are booked 
to act tomorrow. 

The sharp division in the state is between 
the McKiniey and Reed forces, as repre- 
sented by Colonel A. E. Buck and W. A, 
Pledger, respectively. It is the first time 
there has «ever been anything like a revolt 
from the machine in Georgia. The machine 
is represented by Colonel Buck, who con- 
trois the authority of the party as chair- 
man of the state central committee. 

The fight is intensely warm. It is said 
that it is being waged in the warmest sort 
of fashion. Much literature is being sent 
out and five-sixths of the republican lead- 
ers are involved on the one or the other 
side. 

Morton and Allison are not sleeping. 

T. Thomas Fortune, the brilliant editor, 
is in the state working hard for Allison and 
doing his best to stir up a sentiment in 
Georgia favorable to the Iowa man. 

Mr. Frank M. Baker, a trusted lieutenant 
of Governor Morton, ts going over the 
State in the imterest of the wealthy New 
Yorker. 

It is said that between the many candi- 
dates there is no lack of boodle. In fact, 
it is stated that not in years has so much 
money been sent to the state to make the 

fight. It was charged that quite a lot of 
boodie was used in Butts county. It is 
further charged that every candidate is us- 
ing it in the state and through the south. 

The fight for Georgia is acute. Many old 
Stanch party ccmrades who have always 
stood togetker in fights heretofore are di- 
vided and in the division there is cause for 
sorrow among the republicans. The cam- 
paizn seems to mark a new era in the re- 
publican party in the state. 

It is certain that a mixed délegation will 
ge to St. Louis from this state. It will be 
neither a Reed nor McKinley delegation, 
nor will it be pledged to any other man. It 
seems pretty certain that both Pledger and 
Colonel Buck will go to the convention and 
there the fight will be continued, unless 
some compromise is reached at St. Louis. 

Pledger’s election to St. Louis is assured. 
He will go from the eighth district and 
more than enough delegates to elect him 
have already been chosen. He will be 
named at a convention to be held in about 
a fortnight. Colonel Buck strongly opposed 
him in the eighth, but it seems that Pledger 
won. 

Likewise, Colonel Buck will win as a del- 
egate from the state at large to St. Louis, 
but who the other three men from the state 
at large will be cannot be told. Both the 
Reed and McKinley faction claim the abil- 
ity to elect them. They will be chosen at 

‘the state convention to be held here April 
2th. 


Long before that time, however, the ques- 
tion of district delegates to St. Louis will 
be settled. The fifth district will sclect its 
delegate February 19th. There is quite an 
array of candidates, representing all the 
Presidential aspirants. It is altogether 
likely that a McKinley man will be named. 

The party machinery is for McKinley. 
Colorel Buck holds the reins. The state 
central committee is the power. He is 
Chairman of it. It takes a bold republican 
to break away from the machine and that’s 
what Pledger is doing. He may reap tares 
for his harvest. Again he may reap suc- 
cess. He has conducted a careful fight. He 
has laid his wires with caution and it is 
Said that the several counties that are se- 
lecting Reed delegates have been worked on 
by him sevenal weeks ago. 

The state is flooded with literature. The 
mails carry out an avalanche of it every 
day. Colonel Buck’s office is crowded with 
politicians and tidings of the battle are be- 
ing sent out constantly. Colonel Buck has 
issued a circular which he has sent broad- 
Casi over the state. It has called forth 
Many replies. Some of them are red-hot. 

A republican at Fayetteville has written 
the liveliest answer. It is headed in glar- 

type: “Not Slaves, But Reed Men.” In 

circular he gives away the whole snap 
of the McKinley side of the party, tellfmg 
how it has been arranged to apportion out 
the offices in the state. It is a live revolt 
@gainst the machinery and a plea for real 
Party activity, ratner than machine manip- 
uistion. This circular is being scattered 
about widely and strongly advocates the 
line that Pledger takes. 

Colonel Buck’s McKinley circular stirred 
Up the republicans of the state. It found 
its way into every republican voter’s hands. 
It goes out with a semi-official stamp, as 
coming from the rooms of the republican

Our party 
has suffered unjust criticism for permitting 
several state elections to pass -without 
nominating candidates for state offices; 
when it has been well known that that 
course has been taken, because such gi- 
gantic frauds upon our party had so long 
been perpetrated with impunity throughout 
the greater portion of the state by the 
party in control of the election machinery 
that it was useless to do so; especially 
when it was hoped that by aiding a new

be secured, without which a republican 
form of government is a failure. 

“As to a candidate for presidential nom- 
ination, up to this time, I have hesitated 
and refrained from any public declaration 
on the subject, desiring to make no mis- 
take in my conclusion or advice. While, 
of the great statesmen supposed to be can- 
cidates for president, any one of them is 
worthy and probably would be elected if 
nominated, it seems to me, from my own 
knowledge of the situation and also from 
the concurrent expressions of nearly all 
of the republican newspapers of the state, 
as well as from my correspondence with 
republicans from every quarter, that Wil- 
liam McKinley is more acceptable to our 
people and should receive our support, espe- 
cially when it is known that large num- 
bers of good men heretofore not voting 
the republican ticket, who velieve in our 
principles, declare that they will vote for 
Mr. McKinley, if nominated, and especially 
since no good _ objection can be urged 
against him as in any way wanting in 
Statesmarship, in stalwart republicanism, 
or in fidelity to principle and party. When 
it is known, too, that he will be true to 
the republicans of the south, as well as of 
the whole country, I join with other repub- 
licans of the state and, as I believe, with 
the sentiment prevailing among the masses 
of the party, not only of Georgia and other 
southern states, but in many of the great 
republican states of the north as well, that 
Mr; McKinley should be supported by the 
republican delegation from Georgia. lf by 
supporting him and aiding in securing his 
nomination, we can, as I believe, gain 
many thousands of votes, and thus fc(r- 
ever silence the false cry that we do not 
want accessions to our party, is it not the 
part of wisdom to unanimously and en- 
thusiastically stand for his nomination? 

‘‘Material growth the party must have. 
It cannot survive long as.of vital force is 
the state without it. We shall be char zed, 
and justly so, as not desiring growth, if 
we do not embrace every opportunity to 
increase our power, and no republican, for 
the sake of any personal end or ambition,

Colonel Buck Talks. 

Colonel A. E. Buck was seen yesterday 
at his office. He says that the report 
relative to the meeting at Jackson, Ga., 
was not true. Delegates were not elected 
in opposition to McKinley as he under- 
stands it. As to McKinley men being 
there outside of the residents of the county 
he is confident that it-is not true; cer- 
tainly none were there of his knowledge. 

If any money was used it must have 
been in the interest of other candidates. 

“As to division in the state,”’ said he, 
“knowing that the republicans of Georgia 
are generally for McKinley, the field has 
united against him to obtain delegates. 
The Reed, Morton and Allison men have 
their agents at work, hoping by g@tting 
delegates from this and other states who 
otherwise would be for McKinley, the 
combined vote of all the other candidates 
in opposition to him may prevent his 
nomination, seeing that the only way to 
prevent the nomination of McKinley is to 
take from him by some means the dele- 
gates that would naturally be elected to 
support him.,”’’ 

Colonel Buck could not be induced to say 
anything for publication concerning the 
fight which Pledger was making in the 
state for Reed. 

Pledger Says Harmony. 

W. A. Pledger says he is an out-and-out 
Reed man. Seen yesterday he talked of 
his differences with Colonel Buck. Said 


he: 

“The statement that Colonel Buck and 
I have not a good and pleasant under- 
standing must emanate from people who 
are friends to neither of us.

Now, Mr. McKinley is just as good a re- 
publican as Mr. Reed or Mr. Allison or 
Mr. Morton and Colonel Buck is just as 
good a republican as I am. It is not a 
conflict between us of republican principle, 
but simply of choice as to the individual 
representative of common and accepted 
party principle. Upon a statement of the 
case here made I could never have any 
antagonism to Colonel Buck or any other 
forceful republican except of a broad and 
generous cCheracter. I have worked so 
long and successfully and pleasantly with 
Colonel Buck that I do not see how our 
differences of policy could be construed as 
of a personal nature by the greatest 
stretch of the political tmagination. We 
are friends in the same house, working 
for the same ends, if we do adopt different

MORE TIME IS ASKED. 


The Purchasers of the M. and N. G. 
Pray for an Extension of Terms. 

A petition was filed in the United States 
court yesterday morning by Attorneys 
John T. Glenn and Alex W. Smith, repre- 
senting the purchasers and bondholders of 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad. 

This property, it will be rememberéd, 
was sold several weeks ago with the 
stipulation that all the purchase money 
should be paid in within sixty days from 
the date of Judge Newman’s decree con- 
firming the sale. 

The road was sold for $956,000. Something 
less than 10 per cent of this amount was 
paid cash. 

On account of the stringency of the 
times the purchasers have found it incon- 
venient to raise the purchase money with- 
in the time specified and hence they ask 
for the indulgence of the court. They 
suggest the following schedule of pay- 
ments as a substitute for the terms 
set out in the decree: $107,500 to be paid 
on the 6th of March, which added to the 
cash payment of $92,500 will make the 
sum of $200,000. The balance to be paid 
within a year and divided into three pay- 
ments. 

Judge Newman ordered the petition to 
be filed. Doubtless the application will be 
granted, but Judge Newman has said 
nothing to indicate his intention. 


STEEL RAILS BOUGHT 


With Which To Extend the Valdosta 
Southern Into Florida. 
Valdosta, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)—A 
contract was made today by Colonel J. M. 
Williamson, of the Valdosta Southern 
railroad, with the Carnegie steel works 
for sufficient heavy steel rails to extend 
the road on into Florida. The road is now 
backed up by sufficient financial strength to 
push it on to Madison, and thus lay open 
a new territory to this city, besides putting 
the town in touch with another great 
competing railroad system. The people 
here-are jubilant over the assurance of 
the line’s completion. It has been operated 
about half its intended length, and has 

made money rapidly. 


LIMITING THE HOURS 


A Railroad Employe Must Work in 
South Carolina. 

Columbia, S. C., February 6.—(Special.)-- 
The house today passed a bill providing 
that railroad employes shall not work con- 
tinuously more than thirteen hours. Then, 
after an interesting debate it voted that 
only women should be employed in the en- 
srossing department of the general assem- 
bly. 

In the senate a concurrent resolution was 
passed fixing February 20th as the date for 
the general assembly to adjourn sine die. 
it is not thought that the house will con- 
cur, 

In the senate a similar resolution was of- 
fered and immediately adopted looking to 
the investigation by a committee composed 
of five members representing both houses 
of the matter of public printing. it is cal- 
leged that there is extravagance in the mat- 
ter of printing reports, some being printed 
in different forms twice, and the committee 
is expected to report a plan by which sev- 
eral thousand dollars a year will be.saved 
to the state. 

Bound for Fruithurst. 

A number of homeseekers from the north- 
west passed through the city yesterday 
afternoon bound for Fruithurst, the grow- 
ing colony in the eastern part of the state 
and near the Georgia line. Fruithurst has 
been extensively adverti and there is 
promise of a large number of homeseeckers 
trom the west and northwest locating 
there.

Birmingham will have one of 
the strongest teams in the Southern 
League, if everything as proposed turns 
out well. Mr. Solon Jacobs, the president 
of the Birmingham club, is enthusiastic 
over the Birmingham concern, andi he is 
now in communication with several. well 
known’ ball managers with an end in view 
of securing one for this place. 
Birmingham’s Confederate Veterans.

Heavy Rains in Alabama, 

Reports received from the western part 
of the state are to the effect that, in the 
neighborhood of Carbon Hill, Guin, Eld- 
ridge, Sulligent and other places along the 
Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham 
road, for the last few days an incessant 
rain has been falling with the exception of 
Tuesday. All the streams have been swol- 
len out of their normal condition and the 
roads are badly washed. No pecuniary 
damage has been reported as yet. The rail- 
road property has not been damaged in 
that country, though all necessary precau- 
tion is being taken for washouts. It was 
the largest and longest rain had in some 


time. 
In Blast Again. 

The Sloss Iron and Steel Company blew 
in furnace No. 1 on First avenue near 
Thirteenth street yesterday morning at 
10:30 o’clock. This is good news, inasmuch 
as a few weeks back the market for pig 
iron was quiet and there was some intima- 
tion that several furnaces would have to 
bank their fires until the demand recovered 
and was near the production mark. 

Furnace No. 1 has been out of blast for 
more than two years. In the meantime it 
has been rebuilt almost, nearly $75,000 being 
expended thereon. It is practically new 
from the bottom up. Not only has the fur- 
nace been rebuilt, but the latest improve- 
ments were put in and the product will be 
larger and better. It is estimated that 
something like 150 to 180 tons per day will 
be the output of the furnace as soon @s it 
gets down to good work., The work on 
the furnace has been pushed in order that 


its completion would occur as soon as pos-., 


sible. Furnace No. 2 will not be blown 
out, as far as can be learned, and the two 
furnaces, side by side, will work with all 
their might in the cause which makes Bir- 
mingham great. Furnace No. 1 will take 
the place of the furnace at North Birming- 
ham, belonging to the same company, whic 
was blown out a few weeks back.

W. 0. Wilson Will Conduct the Business 
of the Alabama and Jellico Coal Co. 
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GRANTED BY JUDGE CLARK 


Supplementary Bill Filed by Attorneys 
Representing Creditors of the Stii- 
son-Collins Jewelry Co. 


The business of the Alabama and Jellico 


Coal Company is in the hancs of a receiv- 


er and is being conducted under an order 


of the superior court. 

The firm was until recently composed of 
J. C. Wilson, W. E. Hoyle and F. M. 
Chase. The business was organized early 
in September, 1894, <nd for a time a large 
amount of business was transacted. Some- 
time ago the company was dissolved by 
mutual consent, Mr. J. C. Wilson retiring. 

Yesterday a petition was filed in Clerk 
Tanner’s office praying that J. C. Wilson 
be enjoined from using or negotiating a 
c?rtain note now in the Exchange bank and 
held as collateral and that the court ap- 
print a receiver to take charge of the bus- 
iness of the Alabama and Jellico Coal Com- 
pany. The petition was presented to Judge 
Richard Clark and after the reading of the 
paper he named Mr. Wharter O. Wilson as 
permanent receiver and instructed him 
to take full charge of the funds and assets 
of the company and conduct it in the best 
interests of the credjtors. 

The petition was filed by Mr. Robert Zah- 
ner and King & Anderson, attorneys for 
Mr. W. E. Hoyle and Mr. F. M. Chase. 

In the petition it is stated that the busi- 
ness was conducted by Mr. W. E. Holye 
and that he made daily reports of the 
amount of money received during the day 
to Mr. J. C. Wilson, with the exception of 
the money which was required for the act- 
ual running expenses, which was deduct- 
ed from the amount thus reported. Mr. 
Hovle states that he turned over to Mr. 
Wilson all the cash and other assets of 
the company. When Mr. Wilson withdrew 
from the corporation, Mr. Hoyle alleges 
that Mr. Wilson was given notes and ac- 
counts in settlement, as Mr. Wilson had 
stated that the partnership was due him 
the sum of $1,014.94.. It is also alleged that 
Mr. Wilson appropriated the coalyard, 
wagons and other fixtures, including a pair 
of scales. 

Mr. Hoyle further states in his petition 
that only a short time ago he was shown 
the cashbooks and papers, which, upon an 
examination, showed that Mr. Wilson was 
due the partnership $1,194.15, and that Mr. 
Wilson had collected a large amount of the 
accounts and notes originally transferred 
to him in the settlement. It is also said 
that Mr. Wilson has sold the wagons and 
horses and is now holding a chattel mort- 
gage given to secure the purchase money 
notes. The notes, it is said, which were 
given in the organization of the company, 
were discounted at the Exchange bank and 
the petition asked that the bank be re- 
strained from using the notes or negotiat- 
ing them. 

Mr. Hoyle, in his petition, prayed that the 
court compel Mr. Wilson to turn over the 
horses and wagons and other property 
which rightly belonged to the old company. 
Mr. Hoyle stated that Mr. J. C. Wilson and 
the J. C. Wilson Coal and Lumber Company 
are insolvent and the amount of the ac- 
counts and indebtedness could not be re- 
covered. 

Judge Clark appointed Mr. Wharter O. 
Wilson as permanent receiver and granted 
the injunctions and orders prayed for in the 
petition. The case,will be heard early in 
March before Judge,humpkin, of the supe- 
rior court. Mr. Wharter Wilson will take 
charge of the assets of the Alabama and 
Jellico Coal Company at once and will col- 
lect the accounts and notes now outstand- 
ing. 

Supplemental Bill Filed. 

A supplemental bill was filed yesterday 
in the case of the Stilson-Collins Jewelry 
Company by attorneys representing the 
plaintiffs., 

The bill asked that Mr. Stilson, Mrs. 
Stilson and Mr. Collins be made parties to 
the suit, as the company was said to have 
been illegally organized. It was charged 
in the bill that $17,000 had been withdrawn 
from the business by Mr. Stilson and in- 
vested in real estate, and that these trans- 
actions were made at a time when the com- 
pany could ill afford the loss of the use 
of the money. 

The mortgages recently given were at- 
tacked in a bill of interventions and the 
court was asked to set them aside. The 
inventory of the stock of goods in the store 
has been about completed by Receiver A. 
P. Stewart, who was appointed by Judge 
Clark.

IT WAS AN INSANE LOVE. 


EDITOR LEVY COULD NOT RE- 
STRAIN HIS PASSION. 


And at the Millionaire’s Instance, the 
Journalist Was Secretly Appre- 
hended and Declared Insane. 


Irom The New York Reccrder. 

Daniel Levy, for many years the editor 
and largest stockholder of The brovklyn 
Review, has been con‘ined in the insaue 
asylum on Ward’s island since Saturday 
inorning, although the fact did not becomes 
known to his many. friends untl yestcr- 
day. Their feelings in the matter are in- 
tensely bitter, and it is probable that steps 
for a writ of habeas corpus will be taaca 
this morning. 

lor ten years Mr. Levy has dined at 
Weber's, in Fourteenth street, near Third 
avenue. There he was in the habit of 
meeting a nuniber. of his friends, On 
Thursday night he was tiere and chatted 
as usual with his acquaintances until he 
left for his apartments at 31d Fifth avenue. 
On Friday morning as he was leav.ng his 
home he was met at the door by a police- 


,man, who showed him a warrant and told 


hiin that he was under arrest. 

Mr. Levy was taken to the 
court befcre Magistrate Simms, Then it 
was learned that his arrest was at the in- 
stance of Emanuel Lehman tire millionairs 
colton hing, Who resides at lb East Forty- 
sixth street. Ex-District Attorney Delin- 
cey Nicoll represented Mr. Lehman, and the 
preceedings were so cleverly carried out 
that the matter entirely escaped the atten- 
tion of the court reporters. The warrant 
on which the arrest was made recited that 
for sixteen years Mr. Levy had annoyed 
and persecuted with unsought attentions 
Miss Harriet Lehman, the daughter of the 
millionaire cotton broker. As they could 
account for his actions in no other Way 
than that Levy was insane, it was deter- 
mined to nave him arrested and his sanity 
passed on. 

When Magistrate Simms heard these 
facts he ordered that Levy be sent to Belle- 
Vue hospital for examination. Dr, Allan 
Fitch, of 152 West ‘Luirty-fourth street, was 
called in consultation at the hospital, and 
it was on his commitment that Levy was 
adjucged insane and sent, without a 
chance to defend himself, so his friends 
claim, to the retreat for the pauper insane 
on Ward's island. 

It appears that Levy met Miss Lehman 
fourteen years ago. He was a welcome 
visitor in the leading Jewish families, and 
she was then little more than a child. He 
fell in love with her, but was careful, how- 
ever, to guard his secret effectually until 
the young lady grew to womanhood, Then 
his attentions were pointedly discouraged. 
leut he could not forget the beautiful girl. 
When, years later, Miss Lehman married, 
Levy refused to believe the truth. frinally 
he began to labor under the delusion that 
his affection was returned, but that she 
was forcibly kept from him by her parents. 

Then began a series of letter writings. 
Of late he had been more aggressive in his 
attentions. He was in the habit of follow- 
ing her cn the street, and, by many de- 
vices, attempting to attract her attention, 
He would visit the synagogue where tie 
Lehmans worshiped every Saturday and 
wait for her. He annoyed her so much 
that her husband and her father could not 
put up with it longer. 

It is said by Levy’s friends that if the 
name of Mrs. Levy—for she wedded a 
cousin—was mentioned, Levy would go into 
the most rapturous commendation of her 
beauty and virtues, and he would deny that 
she was ever married. It is denied, how- 
ever, that he ever allowed his friends to 
think that he was in love with her, other 
than could be inferred by his expressions 
of admiration. His friends regarded it as 
a little eccentricity. On all other subjects, 
they claim, he is as sane as any man, They 
denounce his arrest in unmeasured terms, 
and say that they will do all in their power 
to set him at liberty. 

When Mr. Weber learned of his friend's 
fate, he at once sent his manager to see 
him. He learned that, aside from being a 
little down-hearted at the action of Mr. 
Lehman, Levy was the same as he had 
known him for many years. 


THE GULF STREAM. 


Yorkville 


Flows Like a River from the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

The curious point is made by a writer in 
The Scientific American that, if a channel 
of sufficient size and depth were cyt from 
the. Caribbean set to the Pacific ocean, 
the gulf stream would no longer flow across 
the Atlantic and warm the shores of Europe 
but would pour into the Pacific ocean. 
The islands forming the Carribbean sea 
act on the principle of a breakwater or 
dam, holding the water that has been 
forced into the sea by the tides and trade 
winds, and cause the water to be higher in 
that sea and turn it into the Guif of Mex- 
ico, which becomes the reservoir or foun- 
tain-head, whence the gulf stream flows 
like a river from a lake, being the equali- 
zer of water as wel] as heat, and making 
its way in the direction of the greatest de- 
ficiency of that element. Further, tne 
warmth of this wonderful stream is ac- 
counted for by the fact that its waters are 
supplied from the tropics, the tide waves 
acting on the principle of an eddy, so it has 
counter currents also, this theory resting 
upon the assumption that the water is 
higher on the east than on the west side of 
the isthmus of Panama; and, the continent 
of America being the great dam in the 
gulf stream, by 
placing the continent of America so that 
it would lie east and west, there would be 
no gulf stream. 


Railroads in China. 
From The New York Sun. 

China has at last dccided to build rail- 
roads, and an imperial decree was issued on 
the 6th of last December to give effect 
to the government design. Under its pro- 
visions no foreigner may participate in 
building the railroads, and the first one to 
be undertaken, a short line from Tien- 
Tsin aiong the western bank of the Yun 
river to the Lu Kou bridge, is given into the 
charge of Hu 


labor, and to spend no more than 2,400,000 
taels. His qualifications for the work are 
frankly stated in the imperial decree, and 
they are that he was the first person to di- 
rect the government's attention to the sub- 
ject, and that he had repeatedly been over 
the ground. 

The poor man has undoubtedly no more 
knowledge of railroad engineering than he 
has of the Schomburgk line, and he cannot 
employ a human being who knows, the first 
rudiments of the work to be done. Still, 
he must build the road to the Lu Kou 
bridge, or off goes Hu-Chu-Fen’s head. 

From the foregoing it will be readily de- 
duced that the prospect of railroad devel- 
opment in China is not unclouded. 


Examination of Prisoners. 


Pretoria, Febuary 6.—The examination of 
the prisoners arrested at Johannesburg 
and brought here for trial was formally 
opened yesterday. They were formally 
accused of having held possession of the 
city of Johannesburg by force for some 
time and of having openly avowed their 
opposition to the government of the south 
African republic. The examination was 
adjourned.

If we have been con- 
tent to have her remain ignorant for so 
Many centuries, does it not savor both of 
despotism and lack of reasonableness to 
Cast her ignorance in her teeth and beat her 
about the head with it now that she is 
eager to rise? Decidedly it is high time for 
the man who orates tempestuously or ar- 
Sues dogmatically in the name of conseva- 
tism against the cause of woman on such 
flimsy pleas as these, to cease his gesticula- 
tions and wise saws. The modern woman

In 
Atlanta we have in the matter of charit- 
amle organizations the Grady hospital, the 
Home for the Friendless, the Crittenden 
Rescue Home, the Hebrew Orphan asylum, 
the Jentlie D. Inman Orphanage, the Bap. 
tist Orphan asylum, the Barclay mission, 
all of which in a measure or entirely 
look after needy or ill women or children. 

In the way of schools there are number- 
less good ones here and the Industrial 
school for girls at Milledgeville offers a 
practical education for future self-support 
to the girls of our state. What then should 
be the disposition of this woman’s build- 
ing? What do you think about it, my wo- 
man readers?

It was presented in an eloquent and heart- 
felt speech from Mrs, William Felton. She 


* said: 


“When the board of women managerg 
held its first meeting, there were only five 
members present; but there was as much 
zeal and enthusiasm as in the 
meetings thereafter. In our early delibera- 
tions, we were impressed with our need 
for a leader, to whom all difficult questions 
could be referred, who would assume the 
burden of entértainment to distinguished 
visitors, and who could represent our or- 
ganization on public occasions after the 
manner of all great moderp expositions. 

‘‘We took a week to deliberate upon the 
question, and when we met it was resolved 
to invite an Atlanta lady then visiting in 
Augusta to do this stupendous work for 
us. It was a clear case of the office seek- 
ing the person—not the person seeking the 
office. As I Jook back upon this bold re- 
quest, comprehending what it involved in 
lavish expenditure of her own money, the 
sacrifice of time, strength and comfort, 
and the consequent worry and vexation of 
spirit, it was a daring proposition to make 
to anybody. 

“Fortunately for us, this generous and 
brilliant lady was self-sacrificing enough to 
serve serve us in our need. You all know 
the rest. How ably and generously she has 
served us, and what a success the woman's 
department has been from start to finish. 

“Remembering all these things, and ap- 
preciating all this Work, we as a board 
are met here this morning to _ re- 
turn to our beloved president our 
hearty thanks and sincere appreciation of 
all she has done for us, and for the wo- 
man’s department, and in token of this ap- 
preciation I hand you this badge in com- 
memoration of the work of the board of 
women managers of the exposition. 

“In the coming days, when we are all 
widely separated, perhaps, look upon this 
little token of our appreciation and es- 
teem, and remember us in your heart of 
hearts, as comrades and co-workers in 
perhaps the finest exhibition of woman’s 
work known to this continent.’’ 

Mrs. Thompson arose at the conclusion of 
this speech, thanked Mrs. Felton for thus 
sincerely and beautifully conferring the 
gift of the board upon her, and then, turn- 
ing to the assembled company, she said: 

“From my heart I thank you for this 
honor. I will wear this exquisite badge 
with pride and gratitude, for not only does 
it commemorate the noble work acccom- 
plished by the board of women managers 
in which each one has so faithfully fulfill- 
ed her part, but to me it is priceless as a 
mark of your esteem and appreciation. 

“When recent events will seem like a 
dream, this symbol that has bound us, 
will serve to recall our united efforts, for 
it represents to me not my work, but our 
work. 

“Again, ladies, I thank you."’ ~ 

After this a rising vote of thanks and 
appreciation was made to Mrs. Felton's 
services, and also a unanimous vote of ap- 
preciation to Mrs. A. B. Stecle. 

After this delicious refreshments were 
served, and the meeting was one memorabie 
for its happiness and general feeling of

and through this work and its many strug- 
gies which ended in each glorious success 
each felt that there would always be be- 
tween the forty women that indissoluble 
bond which must exist between those who 
have shared together in the good work 
and its compensations.

A WELL-KNOWN CITIZEN OF AT. 
LANTA PASSES AWAY

After a Brief Illness of Three Weeks. 
He Leaves a Wife and Five

Last night at 10:3) o’clock Mr. W. I.. 
Jeter, one of the best known aitizens of 
Atlanta, died peacefully at his home on 
Jackson street in this city. 

The announcement of his death will be 
read with profound sorrow this morning. 
Mr. Jeter was identified for many years 
with the insurance business in Atlanta and 
his pessonal acqtainterce extended from 
Texas to Virginia. His broad shoulders 
ana ruddy complexion impressed every one 
he met with the vigor of his constitution 
and the prospect of long life. He was a 
man of intense energy and was capable 
of performing a vast amount of work. He 
was genial, open-hearted, generous and 
obliging. A more loyal friend never lived 
and his death will be a personal sorrow to 
thousands beyond the immediate circle 
of his home, 

Mr. Jeter was connected with several 
of the oldest and best families ef this 
state. He was about forty-one years of 
age at the time of his death. He was 
prostrated about three weeks ago. His 
complaint speedily assumed a dangerous 
character and was pronounced by his phy- 
sicians to be typhoid fever. In spite of 
the most tender and unremitting care the 
end came peacefully last night while he 
was surrounded by the mefbers of his 
heart-broken family.

The outlook for a government prison in 
the south was never brighter or more 
promising than it is at this time. That 
congress will make the appropriation no 
one doubts. 

Judge Newman has already been directed 
by the authorities in Washington to perfect 
arrangements for securing a federal jail 
for the safe custody of priscners in the 
northern district. This is the first step 
toward securing the federal prison. 

The government recognizes the impera- 
tive need of a safs barricade for prisoners 
in the Northern district, and has already 
made the necessary provision. The next 
step will be the erection of a federal prison 
for the south. Judge Newman has dis- 
cussed the matter with Congressmar Liv- 
ingston, and a bill authorizing the required 
appropriation will be introduced by him 
during the present term. 


SAILORS IN ATLANTA. 


A Part of the Crew of the Texas Passes 
Through. 

A part of the crew of the battleship Tex- 
as passed through Atlanta early yesterday 
morning on their way from Portsmouth to 
San Francisco. There were 165 sailors and 
about nine officers and ladies’ in the 
party. They traveled on a special coming 
from Portsmouth by the Seaboard Air- 
Line and leaving for New Orleans over the 
Atlanta and West Point. 

The stop in Atlanta was very brief. Ina 
few minutes the train pulled out for Mont- 
gomery. Breakfast was taken south of 
here. 

These men go to the ship Monadnock. 
A crew from one of the ships in the Pa- 
cific fleet will be transferred to the east 
and will probably pass through Atlanta in 
a few weeks. These exchanges are fre- 
quently made. Heretofore, they have been 
made by water to the isthmus, thence 
across and up the Pacific coast by steamer. 
The rail lines made a low bid for the busi- 
ness and Admiral Ramsey awarded the 
contract to the Seaboard, the Atlanta and 
West Point, the Louisville and Nashville 
and the Southern Pacific.

JIN FIVE MEN'S HANDS 


Question of the Retention of Chief 
Wright Goes to a Special Committee. 


COUNCiL’S ACTION YESTERDAY 


——— ~~ 


Refused To Reconsider the Inman 
Repealing Ordinance. 


RESOLUTION REINSTATING WRIGHT PRESENTED 


And It Will Go to the Special Com- 
mittee, Which Is To Be Named 
by Mayor King. 


Captain Jim Wright’s fate now hangs 
with a special committee of five members 
of the general council, who are to be nam- 


ed by Mayor King. 

It will be several days, however, before 
the names of the members of that commit- 
tee can be announced, as Mayor King can- 
not select the quintet until he has been 
officially notified of the action of the coun- 
ceil instructing him to appoint the commit- 


tee. 

Mayor King’s official notification of the 
fact that the general council has asked for 
the appointment of the committee will be 
the reading of a resolution introduced by 
Mr. Maddox, which provoked the discus- 
sion that ensued and upon which is re- 
corded a motion by Mr. Howell providing 
for the appointment of a special committee 
of five to consider the entire matter. 

The council chamber was thronged when 
the provisional mayor pro tem. called the 
general council to order and the hig end 
of the crowd had been brought to the 
council chamber to hear and see the va 
rious features of the fight over the detec- 
tive matter that was anticipated. 

But it was not until the session was 
nearly over that those who had the patience 
to wait saw or heard anything to reward 
them for their long wait. 

Immediately after Clerk Phillips had com- 
pleted the roll call, a call which showed 
Mayor Pro Tem. Hirsch the only absentee, 
Mr. Colvin secured the floor saying: 

‘IT desire to call the attention of this 
body, your honor, to the notice I gave at 
the last meeting of a motion to reconsider 
that Inman ordinance, repealing sectior 
883. If I am in order I now move to re- 
consider the vote by which the Inman or- 


dinance was adopted.” 
“The gentleman’s motion is in order,” 
said Mayor Pro Tem. Dimmoek. ‘‘Is there 


a second to it?” 

‘1 second the motion,” said Mr. Wood- 
ward, ‘‘and after having done so I think l 
am in order to make a remark or two.” 

“You have the floor, Mr. Woodward,’’ re- 
plied the mayor pro tem., as he glanced at 
the member of the board of aldermen who 
Was still standing. 

“TI would like to say,’”’ resumed Mr. Wood- 
ward, ‘that when that ordinance of Mr. 
Inman’s was introduced it should have 
been referred. It should never have been 
adopted at that meeting. If there was a 
member of that detective department who 
was incompetent or corrapt he should 
have been fired. If there were bad men 
on that force they should not have been 
whipped over the shoulders of good men. I 
am inclined to think that there should have 
been a careful and complete investigation— 
a fair investigation hurts no one who is 
guiltless. 1f there Was corruption among 
the men who composed the detective de- 
partment that corguption has not been re- 
moved, for the same men, with the single 
exception of Captain Wright, are still ai 
work. If they were corrupt then they have 
no right to be at work now. As long as 
they are all at work [I think Captail 
Wright should be at work, too. He should 
not be singled out afd kicked out for the 
sins of a full force—charged though not 
proven.”’ 

Mr. Colvin’s motion to reconsider was 
put upon its passage, 

“TIT ask for the yeas and nays,” said Mr. 
Inman, and the mayor pro tem, was in 
the act of putting the question. 

The call was ordered and resulted: 

**Yeas—Colvin, Woodward, Maddox, 
Adamson, Miller, Sims and Thompson—“. 

Nays—Howell, Tolbert, Mayson, Thomas, 
Day, Bell, Morris, Inman, Hutchison and 
Culberson—10. 

The refusal of the general council to 
reconsider the vote on the Inman ordi- 
nance was construed by many present to 
mean a complete defeat of the proposition 
to return Captain Wright to work, and a 
victory absolute for the Inman ordinance. 
So it was that quite a number who had 
gone to the council chamber solely to as- 
certain the result, left. 

But others remained hoping the matter 
might come up again, and those who re- 
Mained saw and heard the better part of 
that feature of the session. 

Late in the. morning Mr. Maddox pre- 
sented a resolution calling attention to 
the action of the council in adopting the 
Inman ordinance wiping out the chief of 
detectives and the detective department. 
The resolution recited the fact that that 
did not sweep from the city code the office 
of assistant chief of police, and provided 
for the return of Captain Wright to duty 
in that place. 

‘“‘Now,’’ said Mr. Maddox, “it is hard to 
tell how that action was ever taken. No 
one seems to know how that resolution 
came in here. It appears to have slipped 
in here like a thief in the night time and 
none of us know whence it came. I dont 
question the repealing power of the ordi- 
nance as far as it goes. I know the cily 
attorney’s opinions are mighty apt to be 
correct, and when he says that Mr. In- 
man’s ordinance does away with the chief 


like there is a hidden political hand be- 
hind or about this work somewh>re or 
somehow. I think Captain Wright should 
have a hearing before this body, and that 
we should suspend the rules to hear from 
him personally or through his attorney. 
And I move that we suspend the rules for 
that purpose.” 

Mr. Maddox's speech was interesting and 
was listened to with the greatest atten- 
tion. His motion to suspend the rules pre- 
vailed and Colonel W. C. Glenn, attorney 
for Captain Wright, was given the floor. 

Colonel Glenn was equipped with the 
city charter, the city code and the rules 
by which the police board govern and di- 
rect the work of the police force. Colonel 
Glenn took less than eight minutes to ad- 
dress the council. but during that time he 


bearing upon it. He admitted that the 
office of chief of detectives had been abol- 
ished, and abolished legally, and asserted 
that Captain Wright had no hopes from 
that. 

“But,” said he, “the office of assistant 
chief of police still remains. Captain

CAPTAIN HENDRIX’S PLAN. | 


His Proposition To Establish a Norma] 
School Strikes a Popular Chord. 
The proposition of Captain J. C. Hen- 
drix to establish a normal school in At- 
lanta for the instruction of teachers is 
meeting with very general favor. 
“I have eneountered but little opposition,” 
said Captain Hendrix yesterday afternoon, 


“and after discussing the matter with sev- | 


eral members of the board I have 
reason to believe that no serious objec- 
tions will be raised. Every one who has 
given the matter due consideration must 
recognize the importance of such an insti- 
tion.”’ 

As heretofore stated in The Constitution 
the proposition of Captain Hendrix is to 
establish a normal school in Atlanta as a 
feature of the public school system. Every 
applicant for a teacher’s position must at- 
tend this normal school and before enter- 
ing the normal school shall be required to 
pass an examination. This examination 
will serve as a basis, so to speak, after 
which a course of special instruction will 
be entered upon in the normal school. Ap- 
plicants will be required to fill vacancies 
from time to time, 
benefit of practical experience. 
can be elected who has not received the 
proper instruction in the normal school. 

Captain Hendrix proposes to reorganize 
the two high schools on the department 
basis. Instead of having one teacher for 
several departments he thinks that severa] 
teachers, each having a special department, 
would be a decided change for the better. 
This would not cause a change in the or- 
der of classes nor in the number of teach- 
ers. It would simply give to each teacher 
a special department instead of a ‘special 
grade and each class would have a speci- 
fied time for reporting to that particular 
teacher. Still another proposition which 
Captain Hendrix will present at the next 
meeting of the board will be a seale of 
measurement for grading the qualifications 
of the various teachers and according to 
this scale he proposes to grade the salaries 
paid each month, aS a substitute for the 
present plan.

AGAINST THE COUNTY 


An Injunction Was Granted Yesterday 
in the Rust Case. 


UNUSUAL ORDER WAS TAKEN 


The County Commissioners Have Been 


: Enjoined from Paying Mr. R. &. 


Rust the Money Due Him. 


The county of Fulton was yesterday made 
a defendant in an unusual case and an ofr 
der enjoining the county from paying funds 
due R. S. Rust was granted by Judge 5S. 


W. Harris. 

The petition was filed by Mr. A. P. Mor- 
gan, though his attorney, Judge Edgar It. 
Orr. The petition alleges that Mr. Morgan 
is a plaintiff in an execution against R. S. 
Rust, issued from the city court last No- 
vember, and that Rust is insolvent and 
that the execution cannot be satisfied by 
any property, as Rust has nothing with 
which to pay the amount due. 

Mr. Rust was employed by the county of 
Fulton as an expert accouatant to examine 
the books and papers of the county officials. 
At the last meeting of the grand jury the 
county was ordered to pay Mr. Rust the 
sum of $500 for his services. This amount 
has not been paid by the county and it is 
probable that it will be some time, if ever, 
before Mr. Rust receives the total amount 
owed him by the county. 

The petition of Mr. Morgan prayed that 
the county be enjoined from paying Mr. 
2ust the amount it owed him, and Judge 
Harris in granting the order made the 
county a defendant and it must appear in 
the city court, through its officers, to 
answer the terms of the petition and show 
cause why the petition should not be 
granted. 

As the county is not subject to garnish- 
ment, Mr. Morgan could not proceed on this 
usual line to secure the withholding of the 
amount until his claim was satisfied. It 
was then that recourse was taken to the 
form of an injunction and it was on this 
ground that the petition was granted and 
the county made a party to the case. The 
case is one of unusual interest, as it is fer 
the first time that a case exactly parallel 
has occurred in Fulton county. 

The petition sets forth that the debt due 
Mr. Rust is not under the statutes of this 
state exempt against the payment of the 
amount to Mr. Morgan, and that where 
there is a rignt there should be a remedy. 

The petitioner prays that the county of 
Fulton, through its board of commission- 
ers, be directed to pay the $500 due Mr. 
Rust into the registry of the court; that the 
sum may be adjudged to be subject to the 
payment of petitioner’s execution; that the 
amount may be by judgment of court paid 
to petitioner on his judgment; that the 
county of Fulton be enjoined from paying 
the amount to Mr. Rust; that Mr. Rust be 
enjoined from disposing of the claim 
against the county in any Way or manner 
whatever and from attempting to collect 
the same. 

Petitioner prays further that if the court 
should be of opinion that the amount can 
neither be 1:eached by garnishment cr by 
equitable petition, being remediless and un- 
able to subject to the payment of his judg- 
ment property admittedly subject to the 
same and exempt from garnishment, only 
because no remedy is giver to reach the 
fund by garnishment or equitable petition, 
the court by proper order, decree and judg- 
ment direct and require Mr. Rust to as- 
sign and transfer to him his claim against 
the county of Fulton, and thus vest in 
petitioner such legal and equitable right 
thereto as will authorize him to receive 
from the county of Fulton a complete: ac- 
quittance and discharge thereof. 

The petition also prays that Mr. Rust be 
restrained from in any way transferring or 
encumbering the claim against the county. 
and that he be restrained and enjoined 
from endeavoring in any way to collect or 
dispose of the claim, and that the county 
be likewise restrained from paying the 
money to Mr. Rust.

News of Interest in the World of In- 
surance. 

Mr. John A. Perdue, who was formerly 
in charge of the surveying department of 
the Equitable Insurance Company, in this 
city, is now manager of the fire depart- 
ment, having taken the position of Mr. F. 
B. Brantly, who has resigned. Mr. Brantly 
has been with the company three years and 
they bose a valuable man. 


Some months ago the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, through its secretary, 
Mr. Robert B. Death, asked the Southeast- 
ern Tariff Association to appoint a stand- 
ing committee of co-operation in matters 
connected with fire departments and water 
supplies. Owing to the absence. of Presi- 
dent Egleston this matter went over from 
meeting to meeting, and it is only recently 
that he has appointed this committee, which 
consists of H. C. Stockdell, chairman; Clar- 
ence F. Low and Milton Dargan, ali of 
whom have accepted the appointment and 
will serve. 


Mr. James A. ‘Thomas, of Nashville, has 
been appointed southern general agent of 
the Scottish Union and National Insurance 
Company. Mr. Thomas's field of work cov- 
ers the entire south, with the exception of 
the states of Texas, Arkansas and Florida. 
Mr. Thomas is well known in southern ir- 
surance circles ard will ably represent his 
company. 

The withdrawal of the Phoenix of Hart- 
ford agency, at Chattanooga, has been ab- 
solute, according to Manager Magill, and 
it is rcmored the Pacific is also desirous of 
getting into other quarters. 


The Insurance Herald says: “The Essex 
Mutual, represented by Mr. Harry Will- 
cox, of Atlanta, under the Venable under- 
ground law, has, it is reported, retired from 
southern business. Mr. Willcox has been 
placing business in this and other compa- 
asies, some of which, agents claim, have 
never been admitted even under the brvo- 
kers law. A case is likely to be made 
to test the facts which it is claimed a loss 
at Washington, Ga., developed. Some of 
the companies admitted under the law are 
to be examined by Comptroller Wright, 
and from what is whispered a bomb is lia- 
ble to explode in the midst of some of 
then.

TREE CASES COME UP. 


H. R. Wolff, Charged with Removing 
Exposition Magnolias, Gives Bond. 
The cases of the three men who are 
changed with digging up and carrying 
away magnolia trees from around the 
lake at the exposition came up in Judge 
Foute’s court yesterday afternoon. 

H. R. Wolff, whom it seems the charges 
are strongest against, waived preliminary 
trial and gave bond for his appearance in 
the city court. His bond was fixed at $200. 

The other men, James Busby and a man 
named Word, did not waive preliminary 
hearing. ‘but stood trial. The evidence 
against the two men was sufficient to the 
mind of the court to hold them over and 
Judge Foute fixed their bond at $100 each, 
which was made. 

The men were prosecuted by President 
Collier and by the policeman at the ex- 
position who made the arrests. President 
Collier stated that about seventy-five or 
eighty trees had been dug up from around 
the lake and carried away. The trees 
were bought by the exposition company 
last fall from S. M. Buchanan, to whom 
was paid something over $1 apiece. 

Wolff was a trusted employe of the ex- 
position company, he being a special 
guard. The other men claim that Wolff 
employed them to take the trees from 
the grounds and that they are not guilty 
of the crime of stealing.
